Sunnarp of Pews from the Fav Cast. 
——— 
JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

From this port we have advices to the 30th September. 
The English mail of 26th July arrived out on the 16th Sep- 
tember. The P. and O, steamer, Nepaul, which conveyed it to 
Yokohama, encountered a severe typhoon, and was in consider- 
able danger during some portion of the voyage. The skill and 
courage displayed by Captain Hector, under very trying cir- 
cumstances, induced the passengers to address the following 
letter to him :— 

“We cannot leave the steamer Nepaul, after the short but trying passage 
from Shanghai, without expressing our high appreciation of your abilities 
as a commander, whieh have been so signally displayed in the heavy gales 
we have experienced, seconded as they have been by the able co-operation 
of the officers subordinate to you. 

“ We will take it as a compliment to ourselves if you will accept the 
accompanying purse, with which to purchase for yourself some lasting 
memento of our voyage and of the dangers from which we have escaped. 

“ We would be glad if you would have inscribed upon the testimonial 
which you may choose for yourself, a few words suggestive of the circum- 
nces under which it has been offered to you. 

The death of the late Shiogoon is now fully confirmed, 
although the fact has not yet been officially promulgated. The 
usual course is for the Gorogio to send in their recommendation 
to the Mikado, who, if he approves their choices makes it known 
to the elected Shiogoon and confirms him in his office. The 
Shiogoon then informs the Gorogio officially of his appointment, 
and they forthwith issue a decree making‘it known to the Daimios 
and the people. In the present case the Gorogio have unanimously 
voted for Stotsbashi, who was well known at the time the mail 
left to be in full charge of the Government, although the pre- 
seribed formula had not been entirely completed. A rumour 
had been published by the Japan Times to the effect that 
Stotsbashi had been murdered, but the Herald decisively con- 
tradicts this on the authority of the Gorogio. 

Stotebashi, an ambitious and powerful statesman, is the son 
of Mito, who has always been regarded, par excellence, as the 
determined foe to foreign intercourse, and who was 
condemned to “‘life-retirement” for the part played by 
him on the first almission of foreigners. The Herald 
says however that in reality the Prince is suffering for the faults 
of his Kerai or retainers. In Japan, a daimio has but nominal 
sovereignty over his retainers ; for they are a troublesome set 
of fellows, and often force their master into a course of action 
he himself would disapprove of, or, as in the case of Mito, com- 
mit deeds and depredations for which he has to bear the 
punishment. The Herald reminds us that lately Choshiu has* 
been thus overruled by his Kerai. He had accepted the terms 
of the Tycoon, and on a certain day was to have made his 
submission ; but on that day he sent a message to declare that 
his retainers would not allow him to act up to his written - 

















engagement, and they were prepared to abide the issue of war. 
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The new Shiogoon is described as being able, energetic, aud 
in all respects suited to hold the reins of Government; he is 
dignified, yet kindly and courteous in bis manner, and fvour. 
ably disposed towards foreigners. Until Jately, Stotsbashi and 
Satsuma have been very friendly—both being desirous of intro- 
ducing reforms into the country, and two such men working 
together to.such ends might -havedsad an immense influence for 
good. After a.while Stotsbasbi peveeived that.not only. refor- 
mation in government .was-Satsuma’s design, but a change of 
dynasty, aud on this point she difference of opinion .was 20 
great that a more limited intercourse between them was the 
result. ‘Three powerful daimios, Iwami, Bizen, aud Inshiu, 
whose territories are between Kioto and Nagato—and who 
hesitated to join the late Tycoon—have not only sent in their 
adherence to Stotsbashi, but also a contingent to aid his cause. 

The Herald gives the following account of the death of the 
late Shiogoon from a disorder which, although described as 
peculiar to Japan, would appear to be only an aggravated form 
of dropsy :—" ‘The Shiogoon who a little more than a year ago 
went forth from Yedo in all the pomp and panoply of war 





before the eyes of foreigners, died at Osaca about three weeks | 


since of a disease unknown in Europe, but to which Japanese 
seem to be very liable—and called by them Kake, It com- 
mences by the swelling of the kuees and thighs, and so long 
as it is confined to them there is no danger; but if it is un- 
checked and reaches the abdomen or more particularly the kid- 
neys and bladder it is certain death, Before the late Shiogoon 
left Yedo he had suffered more than once from dropsical affec- 
tion and he was anything but strong and healthy. ‘This muy 
account for his inertness ; and although we must feel a certain 
degree of sympathy at his dying so young and just as family 
endearments were commencing with him, we cannot but declare 
our opinion that, fur the good of the country, a much more 
able and active man was requisite.” 

It is believed that the change now taking place in the Go 
vernment will be the means of putting an end to the war in 
the South. The Japan Times says that the Gorogio themselves 
have officially acknowledged the defeat of thoir forces, and that 
the Prince of Kanga, one of the most important Daimivs of the 
Empire, has offered his services as mediator between the con- 
tending parties, and has made ‘to Chosiu overtures for an 
honourable peace. In reply, the Prince of Nagato bas issued 
@ manifesto in which he states the terms upon which he will 
consent to lay down his arms. He commences by recapitulating 
the victories ho has won and the towns and villages which he 
has cither burnt or tuken, and the amount of treasure, guus, 
munitions of war and stores which have fullen into his hands, 
Tho Shiogoon's troops, this curious state paper procceds to say, 
have only gained one and that a temporary success—one, too, 
which reflects more disgrace upon the arms of the Yedo chief than 
ary of the defeats which his generals have suffered. This was 
at theisle of Ovshima, which was bombarded for five days aud 
finally taken without resistance, there beingin the place no 
soldiery, nove but inoffeusive peasauts and fishermen, who, with 
their women and children, were massacred without mercy, 
Chosiu reprehends in the strongest language this shameful deed, 
and froceedstoshow how on the approach of hisown people to the 
relief of the place it was immediately evacuated by the Shio- 
goon’s men and remains at this moment in his possession, 
Considering himself, therefore, master of the situation, he states 
that the terms on which he will consent to lay dowu his arms 
are :— 

1. A public acknowledgment of his innocence of the crimes imputed to 
him by the Shiegoon. 

2. An apology from that chief for having aspersed his character before 
the Mikado and toreigners, and 

3. Perinission to retain all his conquests. 

Should this last demand be acceded to, Chosiu will be left 
in possession of a considerable part of the Province of Geyshiu, 
the whole of Iwari, and of that part of Kokura opposite Simono- 
seki, giving him entire and absolute command of the Straits. 
The Z'imes thinks that these terms must be accepted, lest harder 
ones should be proposed. Chosin boasts, with but little ex- 
aggeration, tiat he has. five rifles to the Shiogoon's one, For 
two years past he as been drilling bis troops, aud his victories 
have been won by force of superior arms and discipline, At 
the same time, it is more than suspected that serious disuffection 
exists in the ranks of the-Shiogoou’s army, 

A passenger by the Vepaul, in a etter to the Japan Tinus, 
says:

Within a quarter of a minute from the first cry of alarm, the engines 
were #enersed, and in five minutes a boat was lowered; but the poor fel- 
low bad allen over apparently on the wrong side of the ship, and there is 
Tittle doubt that his life was eithor beaten out of shim by the heavy eca 
dashing him against her side, or entangled him with the screw, long before 
the Boot wes evendauashed. After balf aa-hour'senarch she returned with- 
out him. 

Sust before dineer again the ory “ Man over.board” rang through the- 
ship. Instantly the eugines mereseversed, and ia an incredibly short space 
of time. boat was lowered, manned by.an officer and four men, The 
launch eas successfully made in an exceedingly heavy sea, and to those 
who watched it the idea must have occurred that five lives were being 
risked to save one. Happily on this oceasion the boat returned, after a 
‘most anxious quarter of an hour,.with the.man, and with the utmost peril. 
and difficulty she was secured in the davits. The sea which washed this 
man overboard swept another off the deck at the same time, but he was 
thrown on board again by the returning wave. This fact alone will give 
you some idea of the state of the sea at the time, and of the skill and daring 
shown in launching the boat. 

During the gale which followed a sudden squall split the main trysail 
into ribbons, while it was being shifted, and the Malays, panic-struck, let 
go the halyards and huddled together in the waist. The sea was then 
breaking all over the -hip from stem to stern and rolling frighifully, end 
the main boom, uncontrollable by the two or three hands that remained at 
threatened destruction to the drek-h 
it was that Captain Hector showed to a 
tage. leeping dress, and with only his officers and the few Eng- 
lish sailors to help him, he handled the ropes, managed to secure 
the dangerous spar, and before long a new sail was bent and set. 
We were clearly in for bad weather, and the orders to ** batten down 
hatches and sks lights ” (and even the coal bankers) and to the men to stand 
by the boats with hatchets and ‘in case of emergency not to stick at a- 
trifle" (which meant cutting away everything), ehowed us all cleurly that 
we were in great danger. Thus we fared all through the long and anzious 
nightjof the 15th—wind and sea constantly increasing—barometer steudily 
and ominously falling and that sickly oppressive heat prevailing, which is 
80 characteristic a sign of a typhoon. During the hurricane we lost three 
boats and a man was drawn in by the machinery and crushed to death 
but the good ship herself suffered no damage. not making an inch of water 
and established her character as one of the best sea boats afloat. 

The English, Dutch, aud French Ministers had been in Yedo 
for some days—it was supposed on business connected with the 
late Convention, some provisions of which are not carried out, 
nor indeed is any intention shown of their fulfilmevt. Iu Article 
VIL. was promi-ed a radical reform of the many and flagrant 
abuses from which the mercantile community suffers in the 
matters of boat and coolie hire, and also that, to protect 
merchandise from expo-ure to the weather, the hatobas (landing 
places) should be covered in, Three months had elapsed since 
this Convention was signed, and no steps bave been apparently 
taken for its fulfilment. 

Duriug the stay of Sir Harry Parkes in Yedo he was per- 
mitted to see the Javanese Miut, with the whole process of7 
turning out the coina:e on the old time-honoured 9) stein of the 
country. This is the tirst time the old exclusive spirit has 
been broken through in this quarter. Indeed, the Japanese 
Government seem by every possible mark of civility and respect, 
to show the British Minister the esteem in which he is held by 
them. ‘The friends of HE Sir Harry Parkes will hear with 
pleasure that Ludy Parkes was safely delivered of a sou on the 
16th September. 

‘The racecourse is fast approaching completion, and when it 
is in perfect order it will bo diflicwt to find a better in the 
East. For the present, the residents have to be content with 
the newly filled-in swainp (vow uearly finished) for a recrea- 
tion ground, bat as soon as brighter times dawn upon the 
Government a better one may be looked for. 

NAGABAKI. 

By late advices from Nuyasaki we learn that H.MS. Argus 
had left for the Inland Sea, where she will remain to watzn pro- 
ceedings. The Aviso hus been sold to the Prince of Lino, bat 
not yet delivered. For the present she is still under evarter. 
The Margaret Campbell has sailed tor England with 76,756 Ibs.. 
of green, and 46.281 Ibs, of black tea, ‘The Afartin White and 
Emperor had both arrived safely. The price at which the Aviso- 
was sold is said to have been $40,000, Our correspondent 
points out a singular fall in the value of the terapo. Until re- 
cently, an ichibou had been cons.dered wo.th ouly 16 to 17 
tempos, it is now changed ar 25 to 26. 

It is surpr sing that the Japanese, who have so readily un- 
derstood the mecnamsm of steamers, should be so slow in 
arriving ata correct estimate of their valuc. Their last pur- 
chase has been the Aeafel, a contemned English guubvat, for 
which they are reported to have given $35,000 in cash aud the 
Mercury, which they bad jusy biught for ¢30,000, The Hiogo 
1s still under charter to the Japnurse Government, and was 
about to start again to Osuka, whence she had just arrived. 
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, CHINA. 
'PRKING. 
Fi There are rumours of difficulties at Peking with the French, 
in reference to their demand for a site for a cathedral. These 
reports come by way of Canton, aud no reliance can be placed 
‘on them, 
CHEFOO. 

The French Admiral with his squadron had sailed for Korea, 
but we have no particulars or confirmation of the telegram pub- 
lished in our issue of the Sth. Via San Francisco we hear 
that a part of the crew of the General Sherman had arrived at 
Shanghai. 

HANKOW. 

A notification has been issued by the Consul at Hankow, 
cautioning British merchants thero against importing illegally 
coined copper cash. The coins ace composed in part of sand 
and mud ; are small, thin, aud very brittle, and they have the 
characters A'uan yung on the obverse, instead of the style of 
the reign of some Emperor of the present dynasty. ‘The mer- 
chants are also further cantioned against importing the “ sand- 
skin ” variety sha ’o, a still smaller cash of similar properties, 
under penalty of confiscation, 

Mr. Medburst has also issued a circular (not in his official 
capacity) inviting the people of Hankow to subscribe towards 
the erection of a church at that place. The building now hired 
for church purposes will have to be definitively given up at the 
end of September, and there is no prospect that a public service 
will be able to be kept up after that date, It has been sug- 
gested that a room at the British Consulate should be placed 
at the disposal of the church committee, and by others that 
another building might be procured on a tenure similar 
to that under which the present one is held, As regards 
a room ai the Consulate, Mr. M. explained that however de- 
sirous he is as H.B.M.’s Consul to do all in his power to 
oblige the community, he docs not feel himself called upon to 
alieuate any portion of the Consulate office from its legitimate 
purpose, when he sees so little prosp2ct of ever having the 
portion so lent placed again at his full disposal. The other 
alternative, that of hiring another building in the place of one 
now about to be given up, seems to be equally out of fhe 
question through want of fands. ‘The sum required is tls. 3,000, 
half of which will be obtained from the home Government, when 
the other moiety is locally subscribed. ‘The subscription list 
is now open ; a public meeting of subscribers is to be held when 
the list is filled up. 

SHANGHAI, 

The P. and O. mail of 10:h August arrived out on the 26th 
Sept, and the French mail of 17th on Oct. 3. Dates are 
now down to the 9th Oct. : 

‘The Returns of Trade for the month of August have been 
issued by the Imperial Customs. {n glancing over that for 
Shanghai we find the most noticeable feature to consist in the 
large number of pieces of grey shirtings imported in August this 
year as compared with the same month last year, there being an 
excess of nearly 100,000 pieces, The figures arc—in August, 
1865, 146,258 pieces ; same month this year, 245,951 pieces. 
Of T-Cloths 37,000 pieces have been imported in August, 1866, 
*agaiust 25,000 during the same period last year. There is also 
a very noticeable difference in rice itaported during the month 
as compared with last year, namely, only 470 piculs in August, 
1866, against no less than 174,531 piculs for August, 1865. 
The re-exports of grey shirtiugs for the month of August 
amount in all to 157,850 pieces to all ports ; thus making the 
increase by import to the stock during that month about 68,000 
pieces, from which has to be deducted the local consumption of 
Shanghai, Of the re-exports 112,700 pieces alone go to Tientsin ; 
to Hankow the number of pieces is 22,450, 

A placard of a very strange description has been found by a 
missionary gentleman posted on the walls of a city iv Honan, 
It is a tissue of abuse of foreigners and a recommendation that 
they should be expelled fror e kingdom, The origin of it 
is not known, but there is uo proof that the officials had a hand 
in it, though such is of course suspected in some quarters, 

The Rev. Mr. Wylie, who is well known as one of the most 
proficient Chinese scholars in Shanghai has started upon a 
journey of observation, Ie will, we hear, visit seven or eight 
different provinces and the results of his investigations will 
doubtless throw much additional light upou our present know- 
ledje of China and the Chinese, He anticipates being away 
about three months.

was held to deliberate on the means of raising a loau of tuels 
22,000 to pay off a mortgage. It was stated that effurts to ob- 
tain thissum from banks had failed, as they all had instruc- 
tions to advance money on landed security ; and a resolution 
was passed leaving the deeds in the hands of the Commercial 
Bank to deal with as the liquidators might please. We under- 
stand that Captain Patridge has entered into negotiations for 
purchasing the concern. 

The accounts of the Provisional Committco of the French 
Concession to the 31st August, 1866, have been given out. 
They show the total reccipts from the 1st April to the date to 
have been tls. 38,707.25, which, together with the balance in 
hand on the Ist April, namely tls. 6,634.58, and a petty profit 
in exchange of tls. 5.68, make a total on the side of income of 
tls. 45,547; from which was to be deducted a total expenditure 
for the above named period of tls. 44,755.75 ; leaving a balance 
in hand of tls, 791.76, of which tls, 513.59 was in the hauds 
of the secretary aud tls, 375.87 at the Comptoir d’Esenmpte. 

The accounts show a surplus on the budget of tls. 2,505.42, 
but, in order to arrive at this result, it has been necessary, in 
consequence of the diminution which became apparent in the 
receipts, to make sundry modifications in the budget originally 
voted ; and the following items have, on prudential considera- 
tions, been put of to the year 1867-8, namely, the payment on 
account of furniture for the Town hall, tls. 1,875; arms for the 
police, tls, 2,454.37; balance due to Lok-Yu-Yu, tls. 5,250 ; 
reserve for the police officers arrived from France, tls, 3,358 93 ; 
in all, tls, 12,938.30, The diminution in the  re- 
ceipts at the same time amounts only to tls, 9,475 
—namely, in the Impot Extraordinaire, tls. 7,000; land tas, 
tle, 9003 boats and sampans, tls. 1,575. In consequence of 
the occurrences in June last, it has been necessary to reduce 
by nearly two-thirds the Impot Extraordinaire voted last May, 
and in consequence of a delay in completing the new bund 
the land tax has been equally subject to dimiuution. A sum 
of tls, 1,000 due from the Taoutai as indemnity for closing the 
gambling houses has to be added, which being payable on the 
1st April instead of 1st March, placed it in the budget of 1867- 
1868. Favourable circumstances may ameliorate this position 
by tls. 4,000 to tls. 5,0U0 ; but it is not prudent to count upon 
them, 

A meeting of creditors for final examination and discharge 
in the estate of Dow and Co. took place before W. C. Goodwin, 
Esq. acting as Commissioner in Bankruptcy, when varivus 
claims were proved. Mr. Mitchell called attention to a claim 
on behalf of Messrs. Hooper aud Co., which had alrealy Joven 
brought forward by their attorney, 0. Grey, now deceas: 
claim was deferred ; but as the assignees had notice of i;, the 
commissioner decreed that on any dividend being made suiti- 
cient should be reserved to meet it. The creditors’ assiznees 
expressed their satisfaction with the accounts, and did not 
oppose the discharge, which was accordingly granted ; and it 
will be declared ou tho 25th October. 

An interesting case has come before the Mixed Court arising 
from certain tenants of Mr. E. M. Smith, who were actors aud 
engaged at the theatre in the Maloo, having been induced, by 
being falsely informed that Mr. Smith, the owner of the theatre, 
intended to close it, to break an engagement which they had 
made with the lessee and to go over to au opposition theatre, 
the property of Mr. Probst; Mr. Smith, therefore, brought a 
charge against the Chinese who had used his name without 
authority. In defence it was stated that the actors came over 
voluntarily and that no such decoy as alleged had been resorted 
to. Mr, Smith appeared in person and Mr. Lawrence for the 
defendauts. Mr, Probst was also in court, and was invited to a 
seat on the beuch. The case, after a lengthened investigation, 
was decided by the Chinese magistrate in favour of the do 
fendants ; but Dr. Jenkins, who was assessor, did not concur in 
the judgment and recommended the plaintiff to appeal to his 
Consul, 

A robbery of a box of gold bars to the value of no icas than 
tls, 8,000 had been made from the steamer Corea. ‘lis trea- 
sure appears to have been appropriated either at Ticutsiu or 
between Tientsin and this port. 

The watchman at Messrs, Dent and Co,’s godowns informed 
Mr. Ford, the godown keeper, on the morning of tho Ist inst. 
that there were two suspicious looking sarmpans moore off the 
wharf, On Mr, Ford’s going towards the sampans two men 
jumped overboard, aud escaped to the shore, He foun iin the 
sampans six Cantonese swords, one pistol, two guns, a quantity 

















of powder, empty stink pots, caps, shots, balls, bullet moulds, 
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&c, Mr. Ford at once gave information to the police, who 
have taken charge of the sampans, The circumstance is some- 
what significant, and points to a!new mode of committing 
burglaries upon property abutting on the river. It is to be 
hoped that the timely frustration of the first attempt may have 
the effect of nipping in the bud a species of crime which would 
be of the] most dangerous nature should it be adopted by the 
rascally Cantonese in the settlement. We doubt not the police 
will be carefully on the watch, and that any suspicious looking 
sampans will be overhauled without delay. 

The steamer Hongkong has, we hear, been sold to the Go- 
vernor of Fobkien for the sum of Tls. 11,000. 

The Postmaster-General in Hong Kong has received instruc- 
tions from Lord Stanley of Alderley toalter the departure of 
the mail from Shanghai on such occasions as it is fixed to leave 
on Mondays, to Tuesdays, should the alteration meet the ap- 
proval of the commuzity. 

The project of erecting achurch for seamen on the Pootung 
Point is receiving support. It was announced at a recent meet- 
ing that upwards of Tis. 1,000 have already been collected, aud 
there is no doubt of the scheme being carried out. 

Vicomte Breneir de Montmorand, Consul-General of France, 
and Sir Edmund Hornby, Chief Judge of the Supreme Court, 
have returned from Nagasaki. 

The Chinese officials have sanctioned a monthly sum of tls. 
3,000 to be set aside out of the Customs’ receipts for the pur- 
pose of erecting lights in the Yang-tse. 

From Nanking native reports come to hand speak of disturb- 
ances among the soldiery in the provincial capital. After 
having dissipated their wages in gambling, the men have taken 
to squeezing and robbing the inhabitants, with a view to 
recruit their funds. The viceroy has beheaded 54 men con- 
victed of this eccentricity. 

Messrs. Vaucher, Freres’ Swiss bungalow on the Sikawei- 
road has been sold for taels 1,650, and the property at the top 
of Foochow-road, adjoining Mr. C. Thorne’s garden, has been 
sold for taels 4,100. The three mow of land opposite were 
bought in for taels 100 per mow, and some shares in the French 
Gas Company at tacls 45 each. 


AMoY. 

Madame Avna Bishop has arrived at Amoy, en route from 
Manila to Shanghai. Great sympathy has been exhibited 
among the European inhabitants for this lady, who was on board 
the Libelle when that vessel was wrecked, and who for fourteen 
days was exposed to the weather in an open boat. A collection 
has been made and a private entertainment given at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Swinhoe, the British Consul, assisted by Mr. 
Lascelles ; Madame Bishop also sang at two concerts, which 
were well attended, the entertainment provided on both occa- 
sions giving every satisfaction. 

HLM. gunboat Cormorant arrived 3rd September to relieve 
the Perseus, Commander Stevens, which vessel has been ordered 
to proceed to Japan. 

HONG KONG. 

Tho French mail of 17th Aug. arrived out on the 28th Sept. 
The P. and O. mail of 27th on 2nd Oct. Dates are now down 
to the 15th Oct. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

Some discussion has been again provoked here during the 
last week or two on the subject of railways and telegraphs in 
consequence of the appearance of a new project for a railway 
from Shanghai to Soochow, and the announcement that a 
Yankee speculator, Macgowan by name, has procured in New 
York the formation of a company for submerging a telegraphic 
cable between the Peiho and Hong Kong. Neither of theschemes 
thus heralded are looked on with much confidence, but the 
knowledge that projectors in this line are still busy has brought 
the subject with some prominence before the public, who 
express some curiosity to learn whether in the year which Sir 
R, Alcock has now passed at Peking he has been able to make 
any impression on the Chinese officials in a favourable direction 
towards such enterprises, Those best acquainted with the 
character of Chinese policy are, however, heard to declare 
that the concession of a railway line to any European company 
is an oxtreme improbability, but not so the construction of 
railways for the Chinese Government itself, upon a principle 
similar to that pursued by the Pacha of Fgypt. The travelling 
mandarin, Pin, who returued from Europe in company with Mr. 
Bowra, of the Customs’ service, by last French mail, is under- 
stood to have formed a strong opinion on this point, and will 





probably lay it before the Board of Foreign Affairs on his arrival 
at Peking. : 

The journal kept by this mandarin during his recent tour in 
Europe is to be published after having been submitted to the 
Peking authorities, and will then be translated into English by 
Mr. Bowra and into French by Mr. Deschamps, both of whom 
were of the party with which Pin travelled. The latter, after 
visiting Canton, has just left here en route for the North, having 
called on the Governor and viewed the sights of Hong Kong in 
passing through. 

One of the most curious of all the diplomatic tomfooleries 
that have been recorded of late years is about to be perpetrated, 
if I am not misinformed, on behalf of his Majesty the King of 
the Belgians. M. de Meritens, an unquiet spirit of the French 
order, who has been for the last five or six years in the Customs” 
service, though acknowledging but a nominal obedience to the 
successive Inspectors-General (Messrs. Lay and Hart), is on his 
way back to China, after an absence on leave, with, it is reported, 
a commission from the King of the Belgians to negotiate at 
Peking for the cession to that monarch of the Island of Formosa! 
No ono knows better, probably, than M. de Meriteus the scorn 
with which such a proposition would be beard (not listened to) 
by the Chivese Ministers; but as an excuse for getting to 
Peking, whence the not unreasonable jealousy of his superiors 
in the Customs’ service has hitherto kept him excluded, the 
idea is an exccllent one, There is something ludicrous in the 
idea of colonisation in these seas by a shadowy Power like 
Belgium, even were it in the remotest degree probable that 
other nations would stand by quietly to sanction a cession 
of territory to outsiders whilst they themselves stand 
voluntarily pledged to abstain from the tempting policy 
of aggrandisement ; but it would be by no means surprising 
were Prussia, during the six or nine months’ superiority which 
sho is about to enjoy in virtue of her predominance in tho 
session of breech loading weapons, to attempt the fulfilment of 
the schemes in the same direction which Count Eulenberg is 
believed to have strongly urged upon hisGovernment. In any 
case, however, although the invitations of Prussia might be 
listened to more respectfully than those of King Leopold IL. 
there can still be no doubt that an equally decided refusal 
would meet every proposition for the voluntary dismemberment 
of the Chinese Empire. 

Nothing of special importance has occurred in this colony 
since the departure of last mail, The excitement against the 
Stamp Act has in a great measure died away since the prepara- 
tion of the memorial with which the antagonists of the measure 
hope (1) to influence the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
against the measure ; and the Chinese traders, who have been 
much excited by the false reports that were circulated among 
them with reference to the intended legislation, have taken the 
lecture and explanations addressed to them by the Governor 
very fairly to heart. 

In the adjacent scttlement of Macao the coolie trade is now 
in full swing, and about two thousand miserable victims are 
shipped off weekly to Havana and Peru. It is not too much 
to say that uinety-nine hundredths of these so-called emigrants 
leave the port by no will of their own, A magnificent ball is 
to be given to-morrow at Macao in honour of Governor Amaral, 
who has done so much for embellishing the place and giving 
an impetus to the trade on which the settlement thrives. He 
is to leave by the next steamer, after the arrival of his suc- 
cessor, a Senhor Horta. 

The following items are from the China Mail:—The report 
that a committee of inquiry into the capabilities and prospects 
of the Mint bas been appointed is caloulated to give general 
satisfaction at the action taken by the Government. The 
gentlemen appointed, Messrs, Mercer, Whittal, and Lng, may 
be fully relied on to give an unbiased report ; and the fact that 
one at least is known to be hostile to the continuance of that 
establishment would ensure greater attention to any recommen- 
dation tending to ensure its vitality which might mect his 
concurrence, Since the question of the Mint’s success 
or failure has become a matter of public discussion, we 
have persistently urged the necessity of not only legulising 
the new dollars, but of rendering illegal the tender of old dollars 
in payment of account after acertain date. Unless some 
step be taken to force the circulation of the former upon the 
Chineso. the prospects of the Mint cannot be said to be bright 5 
but now that we have the means of conferring a real benefit 
upon commerce, native as well as foreign, it is to be hoped the 
opportunity will not be lost. Attention should nevertheless be 
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paid to well founded objections of the Chinese to the new 
dollars as they now are; and surely, in this age of modern 
miracle, some means eould be found to produce a coin which 
could scarcely be successfully imitated or debased by the 
Chinese. We commend to the attention of the Commission 
the fact that the success of the Mint depends on the Hong Kong 
dollar being accepted by the Chinese outside the colony, and 
that to gain this end it must possess the qualities above indi- 
cated, 

Ten cent pieces are being coined daily. Nearly a million 
have been turned out already,and preparations are being made 
for an issue of pieces of 20 cevts each, Forty thousand is, we 
have been informed, the number of the smaller coins the Mint 
machinery is capable of turning out daily, and from 18 to 20 
per cent. is the estimated profit on the manufacture of this class 
of coin, which is not, intrinsically, of the value for which it 
passes current by law. 

An expedition, very strongly equipped with European ap- 
pliances for warfare, is on the point of leaving Canton, we 
learn, for the purpose of subduing the insurgent Hak-kas, who 
have been driven by the Pun-ti clans into mountain fastnesses 
near the West Coast. 

We learn with great regret that the Union Dock Company’s 
chop at Whampoa, occupied as a floating residence by Captain 
T. B, Rennell, the company’s superintendent, was destroyed by 
fire. The occupants of the chop fortunately escaped with their 
lives, but no property could be saved. The fire is believed to 
have originated in the servants’ room. 

Murders have become unpleasantly frequent here of late, 
three having taken place in as many weeks. ‘The Lubra pirates 
are, as yet, mostly at large, but strong hopes are entortaived of 
catching them. 

The shipping branch of the Harbour Master’s department 
has been transferred to the Sailor’s Home, much, we hope, to 
the advantage of that institution, 

The cricket season has commenced in Hong Kong, the first 
game having been played a few days since, and the event for- 
mally inaugurated by a dinner in the evening. 

The Portuguese Club-house, now fast approaching comple- 
tion, will be a noteworthy addition to the architectural edifices 
of this city. Besides}the ordinary accommodation provided in 
first class club-houses, it includes a very ncat and spacious 
theatre. The club will thus supply a want that has long been 
felt here. Mr. Story is the architect of the building, and it is 
creditable to his skill and taste in architecture. It is no less 
gratifying as an evidence of the liberality and enterprise of our 
Lusitavian fellow-residents. We understand that it will be 
opened with a formal demonstration on their part, and that 
his Excellency the Governor of Macao will be invited to take 
part in the opening ceremony. 

The memorial to Lord Carnarvon against the Stamp Act has 
been forwarded by the present mail. 

We are glad to state that the missing cutter of the Osprey 
with the crew of twelve men and the master, arrived at Hong 
Kong on the 15th Oct, in a Chinese junk.

THE LATE CRUIZE OF THE “OSPREY.” 

ELMS. {Osprey was despatched in pursuit of the pirates who 
had attacked the schooner Lubra, With a mandarin on board, 
and the gunboat Janus in tow she visited Mirs Bay, Haarlem 
Bay, and several other places in the neighbourhood ; at Capchy 
Bay the Janus ran on shore, but was got off again in a short 
time, and both vessels returned to Hong Kong on the 3rd, 
having been unsuccessful in their search. On the 4th the 
Osprey again left for the Prattas shoal to assist the ship West- 
aminster, reported on shore at that place. On arrival she found 
that the weather was too rough to admit of approaching the 
shoal. Boats were however sent in to assist the wreck, and 
found a boat belonging to the Westminster with threo men in 
her, who were placed on board the Osprey. a 





The Shoveyleen arrived at the scene of the wreck on the 
same day as the Osprey. In endeavouring to close she unfor- 
tunately got aground, but by the help of the master (Mr. Chris- 
tian) and a boat's crew of the latter, was got off without damage. 
On Sunday, the 7th, a boat was sent from the Osprey to the 
Shooeylewn to convey the master of the latter ship back from 
the former, to which vessel he had repaired iu the early part of 
the same day. 

On returning from the Shooeyleen, the Osprey’s boat ob- 
served one of the Shooeyleen’s adrift with some men in her, 
and went to pick her up. The sea being high and the wind 
strong they were at first unable to effect their object, so another 
gig (the first) was sent from the Osprey with a couple of small 
hawsers veered astern so as to relieve the second gig 
from her heavy pull. This boat being unable to bring up, 
the first was in her turn assisted by the second cutter of H.M.S, 
Osprey, manned by twelve of the best men of the ship, and 
commanded by F. B, Christian, master. This boat was provided 
with another hewser to attach herself to the first gig, and went 
after the boats. The wind increased and also the sea, and it is 
presumed that the boats were unable to make head against it. 
The second gig (which first went in chase of the merchant boat) 
reached this port yesterday morning, having succeeded in saving 
the people in the merchantman’s boat ; of the other, viz. the 
cutter, we have as yet received no news, On finding that the 
boats did not return, the Osprey hauled up the first gig, got 
under weigh, and cruised to leeward in search of them during 
the 8th, 9th, and part of the 10th, but without success, 
although every means was used to make herself known, guns 
being fired and rockets and blue lights shown at night ; on her 
return here she happily found the second gig, which, though only 
commanded by an A.B,, had steered by the sun and stars, with- 
out food, without compass, and without anything, a distanco 
of about 170 miles. We trust that the intelligence shown by 
the seaman William Tarrant, in charge of this boat, will not go 
unrewarded. The fate of the cutter is yet unknown, but the gun- 
boat Janus was sent yesterday afternoon in search of her, and 
the sloop Osprey left this morning on the same errand. Two 
merchant ships, viz, the Alexander and the Florence Nightin- 
gale have been informed of what has taken place, and are on 
the look out for the boat. It is surmised that the cutter has 
borne away for the main land, as she had a compass on board, 
and though they had no food, the land might be reached in 
time to save all hands. 

‘The short handeduess of the ship from the loss of the men 
away in the boats and the exhaustion of the first gigs, who had 
becu up all night, may be perhaps better uuderstood when we 
inform our readers that the surgeons, paymasters, and their 
respective assistauts fell in at the capstan and worked as ordi- 
nary sailors, every ono on board being anxious to assist bis 
shipmates in distress. The Osprey’s very weak ship's company 
was also aided by four of the Westminster’s, who fortunately 
happened to be good seamen. 





COCHIN CHINA. 
SAIGON. 

We extract the following items of news from the Courrier 
de Saigon :— 

A great number of curiosities are ready to be sent by the 
steomship J'Orne for the Paris Universal Exposition, aud 
amongst this collection are several beautiful specimens of 
carving in ebony, which are remarkable not only for the work- 
manship, but also for the rare and precious wood that has 
been used in their constructiou. 

The French ship Oriental will convey to the Island of 
Reunion about 150 convicts, who have been sentenced to 
transportation for rebellion, ‘The authorities have allowed 
them to take their wives and families with them, No doult 
they will be employed upon the different plantations in that 
island. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port reach to the 23rd October. The 
English mail of Sept. 10 arrived out on the 12th Oct., and the 
French mail of Sept. 17 on the 19th. 

The Overland Straits Times says The political affairs of | 
the Straits remain in abeyance, as it is needless to urge reforms 
or exclaim against evils in the present transition stage of tho 
Government. According to general anticipation the inauguration 
of the new regime should take place on the first of the new years 
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but this seems now very unlikely, in so fur tuat we bave been in- 
formed no official notification whatever has yet reached the Indian 
authorities here of the coming change; and but for the news- 
paper reports they might conclude that no alteration on the 
present system was dreamed of. ‘The impression seems to be, 
that if the rule of the Colonial-office is not established on the 
Ast of January, 1867, it must bide over to the same date in 
1868. History goes to disprove this, however, as no particular 
date seems to have prevailed for the foundatoin of the various 
colonies which are subject to the Imperinl Government. 

“Local interest during the fortuight hes been centred upon 
the transactions of our criminal comt. Two most important 
eases, one for murder and the other for barratry of a ship 
and cargo, occupied the chief part of the quarterly crimi- 
nal session, and, singularly enongh, in both cases the jury 
failed to arrive at a verdict, and had to be discharged, Had such 
an event been of exceptional oceurrence, perhaps little attention 
‘would have been directed to the subject ; but the failure of our 
juries on all important cases to arrive ut a verdict has become 
notorious. there scarcely having been a triul involving extended 
interests or serious consequences in which a second jury has not 
had to be empanelled. ‘The cause of this seems to be the hete- 
rogeneous material of our petit jury list, which as well as em- 
bracing the younger European residents includes a large section 
of the Furasian population, whose intellects run in a groove pe- 
culiar to themselves. 
justice bas arisen from this cause, namely the charge of barratry 
‘against the master and mate of the British schooner Erin, may 
possess sume interest for the insurance offices at home, in so 
far as, it is said, the cargo of the vessel was covered there to the 
extent of $60,000.” 

PENANG. 

From Penang we have intelligence to the 25th October. The 
Penang Gazette informs us that Penang has uot for many years 
hhad such a raivfall as this season, For several weeks there 
has been rain fall, night and dey, stfficient to nearly swamp 
everything. When it will stop it is impossible to say. We 
are not in possession of particulars as to the amount of 
rain which has fallen, but the Malays say the province 
has not been flooded by the Muda, us it is now, for the 
last thirty years, or since ‘l'unku Mahomed Said’s flood. The 
effect that so much rain will have upon the paddy crops will 
be disastrous, and must cause ruin and starvation unless a par- 
ticularly favourable season sets in soon. ‘The Muda, which goes 
further into the interior, and whose source is farther inland 
than any of the province rivers, has been overflowed for a fort- 
night at its mouth, ‘The heavy rains and heavy damps have 
also caused considerable deal of sickness.

HONG KONG. 

We have to report the following wrecks, which we noticed under 
Monetary and Commercit 

The ship T. E. Boyd, from Foochow, bound for Melbourne, was totally 
wrecked on the Tortoise reef, Pescadores, on the 10th September. The 
captain and crew, after being plundered by the natives, and losing all they 
had saved from the wreck, succeeded in reaching Hong Kong Oct. 4. 

The ship Westminster, from Shanghai to London with a cargo of tea, 
has also been totally lost on the Pratas Shoals. As soon as the vesscl 
struck the captain ordered all sail to be taken in, and the boats lowered for 
the purpose of laying out an anchor, The vessel, however, remaining 
firm, and water rising to 44 feet in the hold, in spite of the pumps, the 
captain left the ship in the hope of getting’ assistance from the natives. 
During his absence the vessel was boarded by them ; they stripped the vessel 
and crew of everything portable, ordered the mate and the remainder of the 
crew to leave the ship at once. They accordingly left in two boats, and went 
in search of the captain, whom they met returning. On being informed 
of what had taken place, he determined to go on board again, and left the 
two boats, his boat’s crew consisting of six persons—second mate, boat- 
swain, steward, apprentice, and one scaman. The two boats laid off for 
about three hours, when it was decided that the gig should retum 
to see what had become of the master and boat's crew; but on 
their return they stated that nothing could be seen of the boat 
or its crew, and that from the noise they heard whilst alongside their 
opinion was that the cargo was being disturbed in the main hold. 

‘he boats then put off and the next day they sighted a sail which proved 
to be the China, of Glasgow, bound to Batavia,by which conveyance both 
boats’ crew arrived safely at Hong Kong. ‘he captain and remsioder 
of the crew also arrived on the succeeding day in a n i 
two hundred tons of the cargo had been transferred. 
mate have returned to the wreck, but it is feared thatthe greater part of 
the remaining cargo will be lost. 

[Tee British steamer Douglas, which arrived at Hong Kong Oct, 6 from 

oochow, reported the loss of the British barque Fanny. Captain Waters, 
on the 10th Sept. The Fanny was boundJfrom Shanghai to London and 
on the 28th Sept. was met by a heavy gale of wind which parted her 
cables and turned her adrift. " The vessel continued to drift until the 30th 
when she was abandoned by her crew, who proceeded in their longboat to 
Slut Island, which is at the entrance of the Hae-tan Straits. ‘That night 
they slept in a joss house on the saidisland. On the morning of the Ist 
Oct.’ they were much surprised to find that the Fanny had drifted clear of 
the Norton rocks, and had gone ashore on a reef close to Slut Island. 
The Chinese wreckers were busily at work stripping the barque of any- 
thing that could be carried away. At the same time a party of natives 
landed on Slut Island, and robbed the poor crew of the little clothing they 
had managed to save. After some further difficulties the crew managed 
to get on board a west coast trading junk, where they met with kindness, 
and were givena ge to Foochow. 

In addition to the above the Hong Kong Evening Mail of Oct. 11 has 
the following -+* By the Formosa we learn the occurrence ofseveral ship- 
ping casualties. The Edward and the Willy, Bremen schooners, are lying 
wrecked near Tai-wan-foo. The Pylades is wrecked on the Formosa 
banks. The Perle, Bremen brig, is lying dismasted at Tai-wan-foo. The 
Shaftesbury has put into Amoy with damage to stern post, In addition to 
the above casualties at sea, we also learn the British brig Laura, from Foo- 
chow, was lost during the late gales in the Formosa Channel.”

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 


A Gne new China clipper named the Titania was launched on the Clyde 
on the 26th inst. This vessel has been built for Messrs. Shaw, Lowther,

‘A sale of bar silver has been made at Gld. A large quantity of silver 
and dollars is expected by the next steamer from the West Indies. 

At the meeting of the General Credit Company held on the 27th inst., 
‘Mr. Bramley-Moore in the chair, the shareholders almost unanimously 
passed the resolution for winding-up the old and forming the proposed new 
company. The directors held proxies to the extent of over 126,000 
shares, and the only question raised was with respect to certain portions 
of the articles of association.

The scheme for the reconstruction of the Metropolitan and Provincial 
Bank has received the general sapport of the shareholders.

We 
believe this bank will then rise rapidly in public estimation. 

‘The Agra Bank has not yet obtained release from the Court of Chancery, 
but the consent of Messrs. Reiss and Co. and other creditors who had 
opposed has now been obtained. 

‘TeA.—The late atrivals of Kaisows and Monings are not of better 
quality, and dealers confine their purchases to immediate wants, quite as 
much from the fear of ita “not keeping” as anything else. Their old 
stocks of last year they prefer to hold, but this season's teas must go into 
consumption or deteriorate by holding. 

The Malta and Alexandria cable is again under repair, having broken 
in one of its sections,

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THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN 
IN LIQUIDATION. 

The report of a preliminary meeting held on the 16th inst. 
ig given in another column, The resolutions at thot 
mecting were brought forward at the general meeting held on 
the 19th at the London Tavern, and ultimately adopted alter 
three hours’ angry discussion. The auditors’ report, which was 
presented, was as follows :— 

“ We, the undersigned, hereby certify that we have closely scrutinised 
into the value of the assets of the bank. ani regret that we have to report 
& very large estimate of loves at the head office and several of the 
branches. These losses have for the most part been made at the Bombay, 
Calcutta, and China branches, and appear to us to have occurred from the 
moat reckless management, and in some cases in almost total disregard of 
the established rules of the bank, and in opposition to the special instruc- 
tions of the head office. ‘These remarks apply more especially to the 
Bombay branch, where the funds of the bank have been squ. ndered in 
the most wanton manuer, and money advanced to parties notoriously un- 
worthy of credit, and upon worthlem securities. More than one-half of 
the whole losses have been made at this branch. From the report of Mr. 
Stewart, dated 12th October last, who was instructed to make an investiza- 
tion of the operations of the Bombay branch. and of the value of its secu- 
tities, wa make the folfowing extract: Hitherto deviations from your 
instructions appear to have been the ru’e—not the exception —hence the 
serious losses incurred at this branch, Had your general instruc- 
tions as to local business alone been attended to, fully one half 
of the present estimated losses would have been avoided. Until 
within 2 few months past, very little attention appears to have 
been prid to the realisation of the outstanding debts owing to the 
bank, and it was only after my arrival here that active steps of a legal na- 
ture were adopted. Ihave endeavoured to ascertain whether there were 
any special causes to which to attribute such unfortunate results at this 
branch, but have been unable to trace any beyond mere mismanagement. 
The enormous operations during the ha! » to which you refer, appear 
to have been entered into without any definite object beyond that of doing 

ry large business. Little or no calculation would seem to have been 
made as to the probable results of the operations entered into, and so far 
as I can judge, provision for liavilities coming due from time to time was 
not generally made in advance, so that when large amounts became due, 
they had to be met by a sacrifice in rates of exchanze.’ We have sought 
from the latest returns received from the several branches, together with 
the report of Mr. Stewart referred to, and explanations fram the general 
manager and other officers of the bank, to obtain the fullest information of 
the circumstances attending each account, and of the value of the general 
assets hereon we have based our estimate of the probable amount of 
losses will be sustained by the bank. The information and returns rece 
in some cases ure very insulficent ; having. however, carefully examined 
the accounts ard statements available, we believe we have arrived as nearly 
as possible at a correet statement of the probable loss. which we estimate will 
amount to about £713,404 beyond the sum of £87,794 Is. 2d. written off 
the reserve fund of December, 1865. ‘I'he capital account of the bank 
under this estimate will stand as follows, viz. :—Paid up, £892,247 ; es 
mated value of £26.753 callsin arrear, 415 000 ; balance of reserve fund, 
£20,605 ; total, £927,852. Deduct estimated loss as above, £715 404 ; 
balance remaining, £214.448, As the outstanding balances and past due

depressed securities and expected dividends trom insolvent estates, it will 
take time and expense to recover them, but with a revival of commercial 
confidence ia India the market for these securitics may be improved, 
whereby the position uf the Lank will be correspondugly improved.

were the National Bank aud the Thames and Mersey Marine 
Tnsuranco Company. ‘The Ciairman (Mr. Mackrill Smith), in 
opening the proceedings, said :— 

When his colleagues appointed him chairman in May last, he felt that 
the duties were of no ordinary character but the financial storm had only 
then just commenced, and their anxieties increased every day, dating from 
the last meeting in that place, and disastrous as had been the results of the 
bank's operations, they had nevertheless striven hard against the torrent of 
mistortunes which had been poured upon them by the reckless conduct of 
some of the branch managers. They had, by the establishment of a daily 
committee, supervised eversthing that had been done at the head-office, 
‘or ordered to be done at the branches, and from that daily committee he 
had been absent for only one day since its establishment in May lat. The 
anditors’ report spoke to them so fully and so plainly that he need 
hardly make much reference to it, though he must add to the ex- 
tracta from their very able inspector's (Mr. Stewart) letter, one from 
a private letter to the general «manager, in which he spoke of the 
Bombay management in the following words: —“ Things have been 
frightfully mismanaged here in every possible way; and if he 
(the manager) had only stuck to your orders from head-office he would 
have been all right, and the bank ovcupying a splendid position.” These 
remarks referred to the late manager; sud he regretted to say that the 
two former managers at that place had been equally guilty of disobeying 
orders; and turther than this, had entered upon speculative transactions 
ofa very objectionable character. One of the former managers had lately 
been arrested at the suit of the bank, but was unable to satisty its claime, 
and had appealed to the Court of Bankruptcy. In Calcutta and Shamybai 
similar transactions took place, but none of those managers were new 
in the bank’s service. Ie next referred to the petition filed in Chancery, 
and explained why such a slep was taken between the date of calling this 
meeting and the date of its appointment. When their circular was iseved, 
to receive audited accounts, and a proposal to reconstruct the bank with @ 
view to reduce their liability, the directors were guided solely by their own. 
and the general manager's valuations of the assets, the auditors’ report 
and valuations not having been completed until Friday last, which ex- 
plained the delay which had arisen in sending out printed copies, tor they 
did not go to the pri until Friday night, The petition in 
Chancery came about in this way, The rough statements were pre- 















































sented to them very eorly on Monday last, and the Ggures then 
showed that out of their capital and reserve fund only about 
£102,000 was left. A special board was summoned, and afier a long 





consultation, which lasted near-y the whole day, is was resolved that in 
the interests of the shareholders he should file a petition in the Court of 
Chanvcry that the bank be wound up voluntarily ; and this was done early 
on Tuesiay morning, Their owe estimates brought the valuations of 
assets up to more than £30,000, which upon the 39000 shares current 
showed nearly £9 per share, exclusive of the call of £3, or £12 
together. Had these figures been contirmed by the auditors they would 
have been justified in carrying on the bank until its future course had been 

ided; but when they iarut that they estimated our los-es at more than 
three-fourths of the capital, it became imperative upon them to take 
action in the matter, and protect the property against any hostile petition, 
which most assuredly would sented by some one. The nomi= 
vation of provisional liquidators was decided upon in this way. Messrs, 
Cooper and Maynard were auditors and accountants of their own choice, 
and they, therelore, thougnt them fit and proper persons to act as interim 
liquidators; and Mr. David Chadwick was named in the interests of their 
principal creditor, Since the rough statements were laid betore them 
on Monday last, the auditors, et the request of the disectors, weat over 
their vaiuasions with the general m and the result of their consul- 
tation was that the estimated value of assets (which included a clerical 
error which bad crept in during the hurry necessary to complete the ac= 
counts) was improved by £112.00, making the total valuation £214,448, 
or say £6 per share, exclusive of the £3 call, which had not been taken 
inty account at all by the auditors, ‘This valuation gave £9 per share 
against their own estimate of 412. The auditors had been anxious to 
arrive ata safe valu ‘but the directors believed that under a judi- 
cions liquidation fully £10 per share would be realised, The circular 
calling the meeting referred to a plan for recousiruction, with a view to 
the reduction of liabil.ty upou shares, and some leading shareholders who 
had long advocated such a plin requested the directors 10 confer with 
them upon so important a subject before submitting it to this meeting, and 
led to a private meering at the bauk on Friday last, ‘That meetiag 
consisted of sixty to seventy of the largest shareholders, who were invited 
by the board in accordance with a promise to consult upon @ 
pian for forming a new bank with small shaies—say £25 each 
—crediting each with what might be shown to be the value of 
the present sharrs—say +9 to £10—aud that the new bank should 
liquidate or purchase the a:sets of that which was now in liquida~ 
dation. adding to its capital a further £2 108. per share, and making, say 
£12 10s, paid upon £25—the old hares 10 be exchanged for the new, and 
their agreed value to be guaranteed by the old bank —but this scheme it 
was decided to postpone, aud the uttention of those gentlemen preseut on 
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Friday was directed chiefly to the question of the liquidation and the 
manner in which it should be carried out. After two hours’ discussion, 
which wasof a calm, dispassionate; and practical neture, the following in- 
formal resolutions were unanimously agreed to be reeammended to the 
1 meeting this day. ‘The minute which was made was as follows :— 
~" Ava meeting of the principal shareholders of the Bank of Hindustan, 
Chins, and Japan (Limited), held at the offices of the bank, Lothbury, 
onthe 16th day of November, 1866, the following resolutions were re- 
commended for adoption by the body of shareholders convened to a 
general meeting to be held at tte London Tavern on the 19th 
day of November:—I. That it has been proved to the satis. 
faction of this meeting that the company cannot, by reason of its 
Jiabilities, continue its busines, and that it is advisable to wind up the 
same. 2 That this company be wound up voluntarily under the super- 
vision of the Court. 3, That three directors be appointed to act with 
three shareholders, to be nominated by the general body of shareholders, 
and to form a committee for the liquidation of this bank, and that their 
remuneration be fixed at a subsequent meeting of the shareholders.’ ” 
‘These resolutions would therefore be submitted, and if approved the 
rectors were legally advised that upon application to the Court of Chan- 
cery they might withdraw the petition, or so much of it as referred to the 
provisional liquidators already appointed, and ask for the substitution of 
the committee of six referred to. Should that committee be appointed, 
the liquidation might be conducted at a very small cost compared with that 
which would attend the services of professional gentlemen—(hear, hear)— 
cand as the bank's affairs were daily coming into a smaller compass, the 
principal creditors would soon be paid off. When this had been done, the 
commitiee would consult with the shareholders as to the future prospects 
fora new bank, or a transfer of the remaining assets to any other bank, 
meanwhile, the expenses both at home and abroad would be very largely re- 
duced; and should any proposals for amalgamation or otherwise be made, 
every day's delay would put them in a better position to avail themselves 
of it. Before sitting down he would say a very few words in reference to the 
National Bank, as he had notice of a question on that subject. That 
stitution, like all well-conducted banks, had taken yood cure of itself duri 
the late panic ; but he was bonnd to add that they had treated them with 
prudent liberality ; and although their acceptances on their account a short 
time ago amounted to not far short of three millions, they were now less 
than £5,0,000. In conclusion, he begged to move the adoption of the 
accounts and report of the auditors. —The motion having been seconded, 

Mr. Kinrrea said that he thought it extremely unadvisable at the pre- 
sent moment, and with their affairs in a complete state of ruin, to adopt 
‘any report or statement of accounts whatever. He blamed the directors 
and auditors for not bringing before the shareholders the statement of 
-accounts to a much later period than the 30th of June, Mr. Stewart 
had given them a report of the state of the branches up to as late a period 
as the 16th of October. 

Mr. MayNarp rose to explain, hut the meeting would not allow any 
interruption. (He subsequently explained, the latest information had 
reached them and had been embodied in their statement.) 

Mr. Kintrga resumed, observing that it would have been most desirable 
to have known the condition of things up to the date of Mr. Stewart’s re- 
port, No doubt it was a very melancholy thing to hear that their losses 
amounted to £713,000, but he should have been glad to have known by 
whom those bad debts were incurred, and especially how the head office 
stood in respect to bad debts and corrupt transactions, for which no one 
abroad was responsible, and which, until he knew the contrary, he must 
lay at the door of the board. He appeared there as a shareholder who had 
suffered grievons losses through the mismanagement of the directors, and 
the could not help thinking that they were victims of a gross delusion. 
‘They were therefore bound to inquire into all the circumstances of the case 
and to ascertain whether any persons, here or abroad, ought not to be 
Arought to the bar of crit ice. (Great cheering, with some cries of 
Question.” He trusted the liquidators would not allow any man to 
escape wha could be made a public example. He would not charge 
anything against the directors which they did not deserve, but here 
wax a. statement from the auditors that out of a capital of 
£900,000 there had been a lo:s of £713,000, and yet only four weeks 
defore the directors had stated thot they would present a specially audited 
account, which they believed would be satisfactory to the shareholders. 
It appeared that on the 15th of October last they were wholly uninformed 
of the deplorable state of affairs when they sent out their circular, ‘They 
having had years to inform themselves of the position of the bank, and 
afier having dismissed Mr. Thompson months before, and well knowing 
the amount of the losses in India, it was marvellous to him that they could 
have issued such a circular. He charged it against the directors that they 
had for years conducted the affairs of the bank with a total oblivion 
of its real position, and allowed the company to drift into this melancholy 
state, involving them all in a gigantic ruin. He, however, looked with 
some anxiety to the prospect of geiting back part of their capital, 
and inion was that the only way in which they could possibly hope 
to get anything was not to have any prof-sionai men employed in the 
liquidation —(cheers)—but three directors and three shareholders 
should form the liquidation, He charged Messrs. Flux and Argies, the 
solicitors of the company, with having prepared warrants of attorney to 
send out to India with the object of keeping the power of dealing with 
the assets in the hands of the present authorities, or the liquidators ap- 
pointed through their interest; and he also charged Mr. Argles with mis- 
conduct, inismuch as that, after having attended the meeting alluded to 
by the chairman, and fully agreeing to the resolution recommending that 
a committee of three directors and three shareholders should be appointed 
as liquidators, be had told a gentleman that if he saw Mr. Chadwick, who 
‘was one of those named as au interim liquidator on the part of the prin- 
cipal, and, with one exception, the only creditor, to go to the National 
Bank and tell them that they must oppose the proposition that the liquida- 
tion should be placed in the hands of a committee of shareholders, and that 
they did not insist upon the liquidation being continued in the hands of 
persons named in the petitionthey never wouldget a shilling of theirmoney. 

This statement gave rise to warm expressions of dissatistaction wich Mr. 
AAGLES, who yot up and denied that there was aword of truth in it; 
thereupon Mr. Ktvzaga stated that he had permission to give the name of 
‘his informant, and it was no less a person than the secretary, Mr. Tomlin. 


























































































‘The Secazrany, on being loudly called for, said that Mr. Argles made * 
use of the expressions almost exactly as Mr. Kintrea had stated them. 

Mr. FLUX, a partner in the firm, attempted to make an explanation, and 

id that if five minutes were accorded him for that purpose, he would make 
it clear that the solicitors had studied the best interests of the company. 

‘The meeting, however, refused to hear him further. 

Mr. Cuapwick expressed his belief that the charge arose cut of a mis- 
take or misapprehensi At all events no such communication was 
made to him. He was appointed liquidator in his absence by telegram, 
and he said he would only act if every one desired it. A conicrence took 
place berween the solicitors and manager of the bank and himself on 
Saturday, when it was communicated to him that the result of the meeting 
of the shareholders on the previous day was that the provisional liqui- 
dators were to be displaced by three directors and three sharcholders, and 
to that proposition he cordially agreed. (Cheers.) He declined to be 
one of the six, because being a profesional accountant, questions might 
arise between them in which he should consider his judg nent ought to 
be deferred to. He had seen the authorities of the National Bank that 
day, and they had informed him that they would take no steps in the 
matter, but that if'a committee of liquidators was appointed as proposed, 
they would cordially concur (Loud cheers. ) 

Mr FLUX was then permitted to explain that the firm had cometo the 
couclusion that they would have a difficulty in inducing the Vice-Chan- 
cellor to sanction the appointment of six liquidators, but as«uming that to 
be got over, they would have to make arrangements with the National 
Bank, because unless the National Bank would consent to the appoinment 
of the individual liquidators, their objection would be fatal. Their firm 
had done nothing whatever to prejudice the interest of the shareholders, 
but on tha contrary had advised that steps should be taken to intercept 
the call now b-ing paid into the National Bank, and get it paid by them 
into the Bank of England, and £30,000 on that account had been already 
10 paid. With respect to the warrants of attorney, the object in sending 
them out was to prevent things getting into confusion, and to obiain the 
speedy payment of the debts. All debra collected by the agents abroad 
would pass to the liquidators. 

A lengthened and acrimonious discussion ensued upon the question of 
the appointment of liquidators, in the course of which Mr. Vanderbyl and 
Mr. Alderman Allen were expressly excepted by the speakers trom blame. 

Mr. Maxsaup, one of the auditors and provisional liquidators, said that 
fault had been found with the instructions forwarded to the manager of the 
branches, It might be some time betore the committee came into action, 
and it was therefore necessary to send out the instructions, He wished 
the meeting thoroughly to understand the position in which the provisional 
liquidators stood. “They were appointpd by the Court of Chancery, and 
were prepared to do their duty, at the same time they would give every 
attention to any expression of opinion from the meeting, as that would in 
a great measure affect the action of the Court. It was their intention to 
execute power of attorney, and send out to Bombay and Calentta that day 5 
but it rested with the meeting to say whether or not they should stay their 
band. If those powers were sent out, they would be open and available for 
anybody who might succeed them, With regard to the accounts not 
being brought down to the latest day, they would observe from the report 
that they had waited for the reports from the several branches in orde: to 
bring the accounts down to the latest point. From the latest accounts 
they could obtain they found that the debts were then 42.900.000, and the 
assets were in round numbers £3,200,000. Since the time at which thuse 
accounts were made up the debts had gone off anil the assets had gone 
off in proportion. and probably at the present time the debt stood at a 
million or a million and a half. The estimate of loses had been taken 
rom the latest information which could possibly be obtained. With re 
gard to Mr. Thompson, no expression 28 to his conduct could be too 
severe, for his exchange transactions in January, February, and March 
Fesuited in a loss to the company of £20,000. 

Mr. Harurson, a director, said that be had no objection to the resolution 
which had been proposed to take the management out of the hands of the pre- 
sent directors. A great deal had been said with regard to want of competency 
on the part of the directors, He had done all in his power for the bank ; 
and with regard to losses, he said that the directors would lose a great deal 
more than any gentleman on the other side of the tabie. As the representa~ 
tive of a creditor for £25,000, he was authorised to say that that creditor would 
consent to the proposed course. The bank had but two creditors, one of 
which he represented, and the other was represented by Mr. Chadwick, 
who was also prepared to fall in with the proposition. 

On the motion of Mr. Pnice, seconded by Mr. STEWART. it was agreed 
to appoint the following six gentlemen as li rs:—Mr. Vanderbyl, 
Mr, Alderman Allen, Mr. Mackrill Smith, three directors; Mr. Kintrea, 
‘Mr. Maenair, and Capt. Engledue, three shareholders. 

Capt. ENGLEDUE said that he would only consentto serve on the under 
standing that the present solicitors should not be appointed solicitors to 
the liquidators, 

‘This led to a discussion which approached more nearly the character 0 
an altercation, and a resolution was proposed by Mr. Couarenay’ 
seconded by Mr. Meppant, “* That in the opinion of the meeting the 
gentlemen reterred to ought not to be solicitors of the liquidation,” 

‘Mr. ARGLES again denied in the most pointed manner the ststements 
made against him, and Mr, FLUX said that the whole charge was the :esul 
of a conspiracy; but the meeting would hear nether gentleman with 
patience, aud their explanation was completely drowned in the noise and 
confusion caused by the sharvholders, who were all on their teet, and most 
of whom were loudly expressing their opinion one way or the other, in addi 
tion to which the proceedings were enlivened by five or six private alterca= 
tions which were going on in different parts of the room at the time, 

Mr. Countanay expressed a wish to withdraw the resctution, but this 
course was indignantly opposed by Messrs. Flux and Argles, and the clair~ 
man decided that if they wished the motion to be put, it would be unfair to 
them to withdraw it. ‘The resolution was put and carried by a large majo- 
rity, but it is fair to state that by this time many sharebolders had left, and 
were leaving the room, and that the whole scene was one happily not often 
witnessed at a commercial meeting. A hurried vote of thanks was given 
to the chairman, and the meeting broke up.

SATSUMA AND CHOSHIU. 


Axoxa the several Daimios who are becoming known to 
fame Satsuma and C#osaiu occupy the foremost rank, 
and owing to the great interest now taken in Japanese politics 
their names have already become “ familiar in our mouths as 
household words.” The notoriety acquired by the last-named 
prince is indeed of a somewhat unenviable character, being 
derived chiefly from a series of unfortunate collisions 
with foreign Powers, and from the prominent part taken 
by him against the late Tycooy, or more properly 
Surocoon,* in the civil war which we may suppose has 
just been terminated by the death of that potentate. 
‘At present we know 80 little of the personal character of 
CuxosxIv, that the opinions which have been hazarded regarding 
the motives of his apparently uureasoning acts of aggression 
against the treaty Powers, and his successful rebellion against 
the Sxiocoon’s supremacy, are perhaps premature ; and it may 
be that on establishivg closer relations with this prince we 
shall find that he has been more siuned against than sinning, 
and shall therefore have reason to form a more favourable 
estimate of his character. Of Satsuma, however, we have had 
better opportunities of judging. Our acquaintance with him 
could not well have commenced in a more inauspicious manner 
than it did; but whatever vengeful feelings the unhappy fate 
of Mr. Richarpson naturally excited were soou subdued by the 
reflection that after all Sarzusta himself could not justly be 
held personally responsible for the outrage. The gallant 
bearing of the defenders of Kagosima during the operations 
that followed could not fail to win our respect; and the 
spirit of true charity and unreserved forgiveness since evinced 
by the Damo would have done honour to any Christian prince. 
The cordiality of his invitation to Sir Harry Parkes to visit 
Kagosima, and the unbounded hospitality received there by Sir 
Harry and his companions, are not the only evidences of this, 
A still more valuable testimony is contained in the statement 
of the three survivors from the wreck of the Cyclone, lately cast 
away on the rocky shore of Satsuwa's domain, “Tho Prince 
“was most kind to us, supplying us with clothes and whatever 
“elso wo required. We were never without guards, and 
“wherever we went were treated kindly, We cannot refraiu from 
“testifying our sincere thanks for the kind mauner in which we 
“were treated, which we shall ever beur in remembrance.” 
It is to be hoped that measures will be taken to let Prince 
Satsuma know that the gratitude expressed in the simple words 
of these poor sailors is fully shared in by their countrymen.

PIRACY IN CHINA. 

Tux accounts brought by the last mail of the attack on the 
Iubra have again called attention to this subject ; and although 
the respective departments of Government, vir., the Admiralty 
and Colonial-office, are desirous of organising a more efficient 
check on the pirates, they find considerable difficulty in the 
way. There is no question but that the system adopted by us 
for the suppression of piracy has been open to considerable 
abuses. The officers and crews of gunboats have committed on 
many occasions most flagrant mistakes as to the identity of the. 
piratical vessels, and in moulding a new scheme it is n 
to avoid a repetition of such. We understand that the Ad- 
miralty are not opposed to granting a vessel to be at tho exolu- 
sive orders of the Governor of Hong Kong, but they hesitate to 
hold the responsibility of manning her. She must be considered 
a police cruiser, and be manned by the Colonial Government. 
An allowance for the expense of the service of £5,000, per 
annum has been sanctioned by the Treasury out of the £20,000 
military contribution. Before deciding on the matter a re- 
port is awaited from Admiral Kuso, who has lately been on a 
visit to Peking, in order to confer with Sir RorHERFoRD ALcock 
on the subject in all its bearings. 





THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

Tax steamers of the Adriatica Orientale Company continue 
to run between Brindisi and Alexandria, four times a month, in 
correspondence with the India and China mails. Tho passage 
is accomplished in 70 to 82 hours, and very seldom exceeds 
the latter. The question of proceeding on to Venice after 
landing passengers, &c., at Brindisi is not yet decided on. 
The route over Mont Cenis to Brindisi is still open, the only 
difference being that the journey from St. Jean de Maurienne to 
St. Michel—7} miles—is performed by diligence until the rail- 
way bridges are completed. ‘This causes a delay of a few hours.. 
The diligence service from St. Michel to Susa, on the other 
side of Mont Cenis, will be continued until the railway is com- 
pleted, which will probably be during the next summer. The 
connecting links between the German and Italian lines will also 
be shortly completed. Passengers will then have a choice of 
proceeding by way of Padua to Vienna by the Trieste and Cilli 
Railway, and from Vienoa of course any part of the Continent. 
may be reached, and the choice of routes also across the 
Channel to England. 


THE EASTERN ASIA TELEGRAPH. 

Some two months since we had occasion to notice that the 
scheme for counecting the Indian lines of telegraph with Penang, 
Singapore, Siam, Java, and China, had begun to assume = 
defined form, and that some preliminary steps were being taken 
to secure the co-operation of the several governments through 
whose territory the proposed new lines would have to be car- 
tied. The progress made has been more rapid than we could 
huve expected, and thanks to the energy of some half-dozen 
Singapore merchants, who form the Provisional Board of. 
Directors, we now have before us the preliminary prospectus of 
“The Eastern Asia Telegraph Company (Limited).” This 
company, we find, proposes to commence its operations by con= 
structing (lst), a land line down the entire length of the Malay 
Peninsula, connecting the existing line, which reaches to Moul- 
mein, with Peuang, Malacca, and Singapore; (2nd) a branch 
line from this to Bangkok, and thence, eventually, to Saigon ; 
and (3rd), a submarine cable from Malacca to Bankalis (in 
Sumatra), to connect this system with that of the Netherlands. 
India Government. After the completion of these primary 
works, it is anticipated that there would be comparatively little 
difficulty in carrying a line from the Siamese frontier to Hué, 
ou the Gulf of ‘lonquin, whence a submarine cable would com- 
plete the communication with Hong Kong. In course of time 
this will doubtless be accomplished, but it appears to us the 
most difficult part of the whole scheme, and one which even if 
successfully achieved will hardly rival the rapid means of com- 
munication with China we already possess via Kiachta. Ag 
regards the other portions of the undertaking, however, too 
much cannot besaid in praise of the enterprising spirit with 
which it has been taken in hand, and we have little doubt that. 
the needful capital, £150,000, in £10 shares, will readily be 
subscribed. Should this be the case, the year 1868 will cer- 
tainly see us in direct communication with the Straits Settle-

ments. There is of course a difference of opinion as to whether 
a submarine or land line would be best, and in another column 
will be found a letter from an engineer on the subject. 
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The following opinions upon the subject of submarine versus 
land lines were expressed in a paper read by Sir C. T. Bright, 
MLP., before the Institute of Civil Engineers :— 

“ The cost of a submarine cable in Europe, compared with a land line, 
is very great; but the cost of a land line in uncivilised countries, without 
the facilities for the conveyance of stores and workmen, is considerably 
increased, while the cost of maintenance and the chances of interruption 
and delay in re-establishing communication are also greater. The regu- 
larity of the working of a properly conducted line would soon compensate 
for the additional outlay involved in the adoption of a sea route by which 
also communication could be more speedily effected. 

“"Between Singapore and Hong Kong a cable can,be readily carried in 
shallow water, touching at Saigon, or the connection with China may be 
made by crossing the peninsula with a land line at Mergui, and carrying a 
cable across the Gulf of Siam. A further portion of the route might be 
carried by land by way of Bangkok and Cochin China; but although a 
branch of loop line might be taken by land in this direction, the main 
line, on which the regularity of the Chinese traffic would depend, should 
be submarine. 

“The faiture of the Red Sea cable was not due to the nature of the bot- 
tom, but arose from circumstances quite unconnected with the locality. A 
cable could be successfully laid in the Red Sea and along the Arabian 
shore to the coast of India. 

“When effected by submarine cables in shallow water the nature of the 
communication was always satisfactory. No complaints arose from the 
transmission through the subi e line to Alexandria or on the Persian 
Gulf line. Occasional interruptions undoubtedly occurred, but if a dupli- 
cate line existed, as was proposed, even that objection would be obviated. 
Submarine cables were ofcourse more expensive ; but while the Persian 
Gulf cable was earning more than £100,000 per annum, and the Malta- 
Alexandria had taken £3,000 per week, there could be no fear that they 
would not pay well, especially when they formed paris of a complete 
system. 











THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN. 
[oRDER To WIND vP.] 

‘Tue directors of this bank have, in the interest of the general 
body of shareholders and creditors, filed a petition in the Court 
of Chancery for the winding-up of this establishment. It has 
been known for some time that the disasters at the various 
branches were so onerous that it. would be impossible to con- 
tinue business in the present condition, but it was intended to 
leave the solution of the question to be decided at a general 
meeting called for the 19th. [t appears, however, that some 
of the shareholders had pritate meetings and intended to pre- 
sent a petition to wind up, and hence the directors very properly 
took the initiative on the 13th and procured the order on the 
following day, but it was not known publicly uatil the 15th, 
when no doubt it was telegraphed to India and China. The 
termination of this bank's business is much less disastrous than 
the others that have fallen, inasmuch as the debts are all 
centred in the National Bank and one or two other institutions. 
The amount due to the general public on deposits and bills of 
exchange is very trifling indeed, and all these will be 
paid in fullwith very little delay. The sufferers are 
the shareholders. It appears according to the auditors’ report, 
which will be issued this evening, that the total losses are put 
down at £713,404, out of a capital and reserve fund of 
£927,852, leaving £214,448 to be divided amongst the share- 
holders, numbering about 35,000 (of £25 each), which will yield 
areturn ofabout £6 pershare. ‘Lhis estimate is, we believe, the 
worst possible view of the assets, and that it is quite probable 
that the return will amount to £3 more. These figures are, 
it will be observed, quite irrespective of the £3 call mado 
payable on the 7th, and which makes the share £28, The basis 
is taken on £25 paid up, as of course only a small portion 
of this call has reached the bank as yet. This, added to the 
auditors’ £6, and the expected £3 surplus, would make a 
total return of £12 out of the £28, This position is of 
course lamentable enough, but is not so bad as the market 
value of the shares indicates, the price being only £1 to £2 
for the £28 share. This is to be accounted for by the fear on 
the part of sharcholders that creditors might insist on another 
call before the assets are realised. 

At a private meeting of the shareholders on the 16th, the 
auditors’ report and the conduct of the directors were freely 
discussed ; and although it appears that some of the directors 
have made use of the bank in the way of loans the amount is 
not large nor likely to be lost, and on the other hand they 
have all lost heavily—Mr. Harrison stating that he and his 
relations had lost about £50,000. Even eight months since 
the directors increased their holdings—fully convinced they 
would come out well in the end ; but the whirlwind of May 
inflicted such a blow that all chance of recovery was rendered 
hopeless. Out of the £713,000 loss over £400,000 is at 
Bombay, that sink of financial demons and reclamation schemers,

NEW STEAMER FOR CHINA. 

A very fine iron screw steamer for China is being built by 
Messrs, Hall, Russell, aud Co., Aberdeen, and will be launched 
early in December. The following are her dimensions:— 
length between perpendiculars 170 feet, breadth 24 feet, depth 
14 feet, tonnage 395 tons (gross). She will have a flush deck 
from stem to stern, with a house 90 or 100 feet long built 
thereon; will be schooner rigged, and fitted with direct-acting 
engines of 72-horse power (nominal), which itis calculated will 
give her an average speed of 11 knots, Although not of very 
large size, in speed, equipment and finish, she will in all respects 
be a first class vessel.

THE EASTERN ASIA TELEGRAPH. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph. 


‘S1r,—Having read the number of the London and China Telegraph 
containing the prospectus of the Eastern Asia Telegraph Company, I 
Propose to make a few remarks about it. In the report of the Committee 
on East India Communication which sat last session, you will fiod that Col. 
Robinson, the Director-General of Telegraphs in India, states that enormous” 
practical difficulty would be encountered, from the wild nature of the 
country, in establishing a telegraph along the coast between Rangoon and 
Singapore (p. 14-29-46). I make the distance between Moulmein and 
Singapore 1,480 statute miles and not 1,085 as given in the prospectus. 
I do not believe that a line of telegraph, sufficiently good for the trans 
mission of international messages, could be established at much less than 
£100 per mile, the estimate by the company being only £50. A private 
company would have no means of enforcing its concessions and senting 
the protection or even the proper supervision of their lines through wil 
and uninhabited districts belonging to an Asiatic Prince. As far as I 
can learn, no line of telegraph could for a moment be depended upon 
through that country. If at all practicable it could only be carried out by 
the Indian Government under formal treaties with the native Princes; but 
I very much doubt whether even then the proposed line would be suffi- 
ciently certain in its working and secure from interruption to transmit in- 
ternational messages, though it might possibly be useful for local purposes, 
I consider the scheme put forward io the prospectus as most immature both 
from an engineering and political point of view. There is nothing like a 
submarineline, laid ata depth where it,is accessible for repairs, for the trans 
mission of international messages. It is not liable to the numerous smalt 
accidents to which the best constructed and protected land lines are ex- 
posed, nor to fluctuations in the weather and temperature. The only 
reason that the telegraphs in India have so lamentabi; is because 
they were constructed too cheaply, without proper insulators, &c. The 
directors of the company would seem to propose the same course to be 
followed with respect to their lines.— Yours, &c.,

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CHINA S'EAM AND LABUAN COAL COMPANY. 

A special meeting of shareholders in this was beld on the 26th 
inst, at the London Tavern, Sir J. Expurxstoxs in the chair, to consider 
‘the proposed reconstruction of the company, in accordanes with: the cir- 
colar ‘aleeady published, and dated 4th October last. 

‘The Cxtarmaax explained that cireamstances had rendered it politic and 
expedient to reduce the nominal liability of the shareholders nuw that 
there was a fair prospect of the objects for which the company was formed 
belng attained. The proposal would be to reduce the liability by reduci 
the nominal value of the shares, at the same time, however, retaining a 
capital fally adequate for carrying ou: all the purposes of the company, 
and providing for the payment of all debentures and debts due. As they 
‘Were aware, the present company was constituted by the amalgamation 
of two companies, and by means of such amalgamation they had been 
able materially to reduce the expenses of management. The articles of 
association allowed £2,500 for the remuneration of the board, but 
the directors had not taken within £1,000 of that sum. Under the 
new arrangement it was proposed to reduce the number of the 
board to six or seven members, and he was happy to announce that Mr. 
Hamilton Lindsay had consented to act upon it. Soon after the amalga- 
mation it became evident that their proper course was to confine their 
operations to the development of the coal-tields in Labuan and dispose of 
the ships which had been engaged in the China steam trade.

Under the 
arrangements suggested for this revival of the bank. the existing property 
would be held to be worth £600,0..0. at wi sum, on a caretul inquiry, 
it has been estimated, after the payment of all liabilities, and the creation 
of a new capital of £1,000,000, of which £400,000 would be immediatel; 
paid up in the shape of £10 on each of 4,000 shares, The authors of this 
proposal, actin under the sanction of a meeting of shareholders held on 
the 18th of last month, stated in their circular that they would undertake 
to repay to tie creditors the whole of the sum due to them in the following 
instaiments:—5s. in the pound in January, 1867; 3s. in the pound in 
July.

ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

The first meeting of the session of 1866-7 of thia society was held on 
Monday evening, the 12th inst., at Burlington-house ;_ Sie R. L. Murchi- 
son, president, in the chair. Sit n, M.D’., proceeded to 
read his paper—* Oo U W. Li. Johnson from Leh 
in Ladakh to Khoten, in Chinese Ta He said the journey of 
‘Mr. Johnson was a most remarkable one, not only for the boldness with 
which it was undertaken into an almost unknown country many hundred 
miles distant from the British trontier, but for the ‘scientific preci- 
sion with which the places traversed were made known to us 
Jobnson was born and bred in India, and, having received ducation 
in one of the Hill stations, was very early engayed on the Great Trigono- 
metrical Survey, and instructed by Sir Andrew Scott Waugh and other 
olficers of the survey. It was while carrying out the survey to the extreme 
northern limits of the territory of the Maharajah of Cashmere that he was 
enabled, at the invitation of the Kuan of Khotan, to perform the remark~ 
able service now under consideration. Tie city of Ichi, or Khokan, bad 
not been visited by any Europeans, except Marco Polo, Benedict Goea, 
and a few Jesuit missivnanes in the last ceutury. It was important as 
being in the line of one vf the great commercisl routes betwern Russia, 
India, and Cnina. ‘The brothers Scblagintweit had advanced from the 
Karakorum as far as Pusbia, a tew miles to the south of Lichi, but did not 
reach the cu It was necessary to make this remark, as it had been 
asseried on tne Continent that they had really anticipated Mr. Johnson in 
the discovery (us it may be termed) of Khotan. In avcient times Ichi 
was the high place of the Budubist religion in Central Asia, and in the 
14th century some Chinese pilycims found fourteen convents ia the city, 
ach of them containing 3 UUU devotees, Tul within the last few years the 
country had been in the possession of Ciinese, but owing to the shock 
which the empire had received through the war with Ragland, the whole 
of these ‘Turkestan States had rizen in rebellion and thrown off the Chinese 
yoke. The neighbouring city of Yarkand was at present in « state of 
anarchy, and Mr. Jobuson gave an amusing accountof the offer whi 
priucipal inhabitants had made to him while at Hebi to take possession of 
the piace on bebaif of the En,lich, This state of things had produced a 
favourable opportunity for opening up relations, expecially commercial, 
with those Turkestan Sta he Khan of Khokan basing formerly 
travelled through India and become an admirer ot British rule, had showa 
himself most anxious to cultivate trade with us. The ditlicuily 
nication between India and Central Asia bad hitherto been 
physical, but political, and a great obstacle still existed in the right main~ 
tained by the Mabarajah of Cashmere, whose territory hes to the south 
and ineluces the mountain passes ‘urkestan, of levying teansit duties; 
these were a0 high that they wl Mr. Johnson, 
however, described a road, praciicable fur wheeled car 
the year, which passes trom Iichi into India to the east cf the 
dominions, — It this intormation proved true, it would be ove of the most 
valuable results of Me.

Ov the more direct route taken by Mr. Joan 
sun the passes were 15 WUUIL. to 18 UNUit. above the sea level, and, 
an elevated plateau had to be crosed about 16,00Uf. high, occupying 
several days’ journey. Sir Henry, in conclusion, expressed his regret 
that the adventurous journey of Mr. Jobnson should have met with a sort 
of rebuke from the Government ot India, Ot course be had not autho- 
rity to enter into political relations this potentate, but bemg in bis 
country he could bardly avoid receiving such communicatious as were 
addressed to bim. 7 

Lord Strangford was of opinion that the report of Mr. Johnson on his 
recent journey was one of the most important papers ever presented to the 
society. The political information biough: by Lim was mos striking ; it 
was neither more nor less than that of the complete break up of the 


















































































































Chinese Empire in Central Asia. All these countries, formerly Chinese 
‘Turkestan, have throwa over the Chinese yoke, and now are eagerly 
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Offering to enter into commercial relations with the rest of the world, 
especially with India. These countries are essentially Turkish, and those 
only who were fa with the Turkish language and had conversed, like 
himself, with the half wild travellers from Central Asia, to be seen always 
at Constantinople, could realise the fact of the wide estent of country 
occupied by this people, all epeaking the same language. The true ¢erra 
incognita ef Central Asia now lay to the east of Ilchi and between there 
and China Proper, along the northern boundaries of Thibet. The 
physical character even of this wide region was entirely unknown to us. 

present revolution in Central Asia appeared to him to be connected 
with a wide-spread Mehomecan movement to throw off the Chinese yoke. 
‘With respect to the rebuke of Mr. Johnson's enterprise by the Government, 
he would appeal to the sense of the Geographical Society upon it. 
‘Whatever political interest might have to say to such enterprises, they, as 
‘a scientific body, would consider it unpardonable neglect if the opportunity 
thus opened to us of exploring these most interesting regions be not taken 
advantage of. 

In answer to questions from Mr. J. Crawfurd, regarding the products 
of Chinese Turkestan available for commerce, Sir Henry Rawlinson read 
the enumeration of the productions of Khotan given in Mr. Johnson's 
report. These include gold, silver, and various other metals, jade, coal, 
cereals, cotton, and fine wool. Since their independence the trade of the 
people with China has been completely closed, so that they are anxious to 
Feceive products from India, including tea and all other articles formerly 
obtained from China. The cl.ief commercial object of the Russians in 
advancing into Western Turkestan was cotton. He believed that the 
Chinese power in Central Asia was so much broken that it would even- 
tually have to retire within the Great Wall. It @ most important 
pital event that this great region should be thus thrown open, He 

‘lieved that there was not the slightest danger from Russia in the line of 
country described in this paper. ‘The mountain belts of Karakorum and 
the Kuen Lun offer formidable barriers between Chinese Turkestan and 
India. He confessed he should like to see Russian and English consuls 
established in all these cities of Central Asia, and good feeling and 
honourable emulation excited between the two European Powers. 

Mr. Trelawny Saunders said that the country under consideration was the 
largest pastoral region on the face of the earth, and that woo! would neces- 
sarily become the chief article of exportation if the people of Turkestan 
had free intercourse with India. He could nt understand why Mr. John- 
son should have been rebuked for opening up a communication which 
ought naturally to lead to results of great commercial importance to us. 


























RECOVERY OF TREASURE FROM THE WRECK OF THE 
“ LIBELLE.” . 

The British Consulate at Manila has forwarded to the Foreign-office a 
despatch, containing the circumstances of the total loss of the barque 
Libelle, having on board as passengers Madame Anna Bishop, Mrs, Charles 
Lascelles, and other English singers, which was wrecked on a new coral 
in the China Sea. The vessel was from Francisco and Honolulu for 
Hong Kong, and had on board nearly £40,000 in specie and quicksilver. 
The latter were saved from the wreck, but there bein no means of taking 
it away the captain determined to bury it in the island, and to return for 

a future period. The boat containing Madame Bishop, Mrs. Lascelles, 
with the chief mate and twenty-three of the crew, succeeded in reaching 
‘one of the Marian or Ladrone Islands in safety; but the second boat, 
containing the master and about nineteen of the crew and passengers, 
were never heard of afterwards, and are supposed to have been lost. The 
Consul states on the mate's arrival he communicated the fact of the specie 
and jewellery being buried on the island to the governor of the Marians, 
who chartered the only vessel on the island in search of the treasure, he to 
receive two-thirds of the value recovered as a recompense for his servic 
The schooner proceeded with the mate of the Libclle, and on reaching 
the island found that the ea had washed away the marks where the treasure 
was buried : but after two days' digging they discovered the spot where the 
specie was buried—chiefly American gold, silver coin, andsilver bar, about 
£30,000; the quicksilver, however, could not be found, and the exploring 
party, finding the weather was getting bad, and it was dangerous to con. 
tinue on it, they returaed in the schooner to the Marians, The island is 
situated in 19 25 N. and long. 166 20 E. ; and Mr. Workman, the master 
of the schooner, states « ] auchored on the west side of the island in 
21 fathoms water ; she laid about 100 yards off shore, and beyond that to 
seaward no bottom was to be found with a 35-fathom lead. It is a coral 
island, about nine miles in circumference, and no vegetation on it; there 
was very deep water all round it.” He left a tin box on the island with a 
letter in it, stating to shipwrecked people that there was nothing on the 
island to subsist upon except a few birds and a quantity of fis 
same time telling them that at the Marians was the nearest civilised p 
to that place, and advising them to make for it, where they would be 
kindly treated. 







































LAUNCH OF THE “GREAT REPUBLIC” FOR THE 
CHINA LINE. 


(New York Times, Nov. 10.) 

‘As we briefly stated yesterday morning, the Pacific Mail Steamship 

Company's new steamshin Great Republic, the first of the ships now being 
constructed for the new line between San Francisco and China, was suc- 
cessfully launched from the shipyard of Mr. Henry Steers, at Greenpoint, 
in the presence of a large number of ladies and gentlemen, drawn thither 
by the public announcement in the Times and others of the city papers of 
the launch of the largest ship yet constructed in America. 
__ Such, indeed, we found her, and as such deserving more than the pase- 
ing notice we have given her, not merely, as one of our contemporaries 
states, the largest wooden ship, nor only, according to another, a rival” 
in size of the “ famous sailing vessel of the same name,” but simply and 
actually the largest ship of any kind sent “down to the sea” from any 
American shipyard for any commercial purposes. 

Tonnage alone forms no basis for comparing the size of a sailing-ship 
with that of a steamer, all the space occupied in the latter by the 
machinery being excluded in calculating her capacity in tons. \ The 
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space so excluded in a steamer of this tmmense size would of itself contain 

bodily what, not many years ago, would have passed for a large vessel. 
size. 

The first glance at the Great Republic as she stood on the stocks 
sufficed to impress upon us her great sixe, while her graceful lines and 
symmetrical proportions saved her from thet mere look of bulk that was 
80 conspicuously noticeable in the case of the Great Eastern, and which 
made the original name of Leviathan appropriate to that vewel. Feet and 
inches convey no idea to our mind, and cannot therefore to the minds of 
our readers, of what we saw. When we say that the Great Republic is 
380 feet in length, who will receive the idea of distance conveyed by 3 
walk, say from Fifteenth to Seventeenth-street, in reality only a few Tect 
greater? As a matter of exact information for those endowed with expe- 
rience in such matters, or gifted with an imagination graduated to the 
standard of the British inch, we give the dimensions of the new steamer as. 
ascertained from the builder :-

It may assist our readers to say, that with the same breadth of beam the 
Great Republic is 35 feet longer than the Adriatic, once the pride of our 
mercantile marine, and is 94 fect longer, with 6 feet less beam than the 
old and still favourably known Atlantic.

STRENGTH. 

‘The Great Republic, as we have heard from the lips of those present, 
well known in the community as veteran marine experts, is not only the 
largest, but what is specially to be praised in these days, the strongest ship 
yet built in this country. Our Americanism teaches us to claim as 
national not what is merely native but what is best; and in this point of 
view we have always taken a just pride in the magnificent fleet put afloat 
by the Pacific Mail Company during and since the war, beginning with 
the Constitution, in 1861, and having such ships as the well-known 
Colorado, Golden City, Arizona and Henry Chauncey for models. But 
the Great Republic, the pioneer of the new fleet for the China trade, 
‘surpasses all her predecessors. Her frame timbers are of white and live 
oak. ‘These fastened with copper and iron are braced with straps of iron 
five inches wide and seven-eighths of an inch thick, crossing each other 
diagonally every four feet. Over this comes the inner planking, which is 
caulked and payed with pitch and then double-strapped as before, and 
outside this double-strapping comes the exterior double-planking of the 
very best Georgia yellow pine. The whole is so thoroughly braced and 
bolted and fastened together with treenails of locust, spikes of iron or com- 
position, and bolts of copper, that it is difficult to imagine wind and wave 
combined of sufficient power to cause distress to so stanch a structure. 

The Great Republic has three masts, and to meet the necessities of her 
route, on which it may at times be desirable to use sails, will be full ship- 
rigged, differing, however, from the familiar arrangement by having her 
foremast the tallest of the, three, and her mizenmast the shortest. She has 
three full decks, unusually stout and strongly fastened, with an orlop deck 
fore and aft extending to the engine bulkhead. She has four stout water- 
tight bulkheads, dividing the hold into five secure compartments. 

“f ENGINES. 

After the launch the steamer was taken at once to the wharf of the 
Novelty Ironworks, at the foot of Twelfth-street, where, after being docked 
at the Krie Basin Dock and being coppered, she will receive her machinery. 

The engines built by the, works just named have beea under construction 
for the last sixteen months, and are now for the most part completed and 
ready for putting together in the ship; yet that is an operation in which 
we are told some five months, more will be consumed. The immense 

ieces of iron cover and obstruct the wharf on which they lie. The 
Qovelty Ironworks, as we are informed, are now engaged in building the 
engines of four steamers, including the Great Republic, and as these are 
of the same class, a description of one will answer for all. The engines 
are vertical beam, having a single cylinder, in which the pieton works, of 
105 inches in diameter, nearly nine feet, and twelve feet stroke! Mr. 
Allen, the President of the Novelty Works, once conceived and executed 
the idea of having a patty of friends to lunch in one of those cylinders 
while lying on its side. He had a table set with seats ou either side, and 
twenty-one gentlemen sat down to that luncheon! Steam is applied to 
this cylinder by four horizontal tubular boilers, each heated by four fur- 
naces, making sixteen furnaces in all, their grates having a surface of 560 
square feet. . The heating surface presented to the action of these fur- 
naces is 15,100 square feet. 

‘The paddle-wheels are to be 40 feet in diameter, having a face of 12 
feet, and each wheel is provided with thirty-four oak buckets. 

An impression seems to have obtained in some quarters that the new 
China steamers will be “slow” compared with those built and owned by 
the Pacific Mail Company, and now running between this port and 
Aspinwall and between Panama and San Francisco, the latter vessels, 
such as the Golden City or Henry Chauncey, maintaining a standard 
speed of thirteen knots, equal to over fifteen statute miles per hour, in all 
weather, and being able to reach seventeen knots or about twenty miles an, 
hour with all safety. This fear is entirely groundless, for with the 
displacement as the Pavific and Atlantic steamers, thes: new China 
steamers will have fully twenty per cent. more power, and will therefore 
be capable of even a higher rate of speed.

Apairat Sia Witttam Pagxer.—We have to record the death of 
the senior officer of the Royal Navy, Admiral of the Fleet Sir William 
Parker, G.C.B., first and principal naval aide-de-camp to the Queen, 
which took place on Monday. Hie entered the navy March 5, 1793, as 
captain's servant, on board the Orion, 74, Capt. John Thomas Duck- 
worth, in which ship he served in the West Indies. On May 6 and June 
24, 1798, he was successively nominated Acting-Lieut., on the Jamaica 
station, of the Magicienne frigate, and Queen, 98, flagship of Sir Hyde 
Parker ; by whom, from April 29, 1799, until the receipt of his first Ad- 
miralty commission bearing date September 5 in the same yar, he was 
intrusted with the command of the Volaze, 22, and of the Amarauth and 
Pelican sloops. Attaining the rank of Commander on the 10th of Octo- 
ber, 1799, Capt. Parker aiter immediately commanding the Abergavenny, 
54, was appointed, on the 11th November following, to the Stork, 18, in 
which vessel, employed in the West Indies, North Sea, and Channel, he 
made prize of La Légére, French packet, of 14 guns and 50 men, laden 
with a valuable cargo, and contributed, in company with La Cénstance, 24, 
Capt. Zachary Mudge, to the capture of El Cuntara, Spanish privateer of 
22 guns and 110 men, and of her consort, a lugger mounting 10 guns. 
On the occasion of his promotion to post rank, October 9, 1801, Capt. 
Parker was appointed to L’Oiseau, 36; and on the 8th November, 1802, 
he joined the Amazon, 38. In that ship, at the commencement of the 
late war with France, he s0 distinguished himself on several accasions, 
particularly by his epirited conduct in chasing a French frigate into Toulon, 
that he excited the admiration and secured the friendship of Nelson ; with 
whom, in 1805, we find him pursuing the combined squadrons to the West 
Indies and back. Previously to the latter event Captain Parker had bad 
the fortune. July 16, 1803. tu eflect the capture of Le Félix privateer of 16 
guns and 96 men. He afterwards, September 12, 1805, took the Principe 
de la Paz, Spanish privateer, mounting 24 9-poundera and four brass 
swivels, with a compliment of 160 men ; and on March 13, 1806, he sig- 
nalised himself by his meritorious and gallant behaviour throughout a long 
running fight, which terminated in the surrender to the London, 98, and 
to the Amazon, whose loss extended to four men killed and five wounded, 
of the Marengo, 80, bearing the flag of Rear- Admiral Linois, and 40-gun 
frigate Belle Poule. On March 23, 1811, he captured Le Cupidon, 
Freneh privateer, of 14 guns and 82 men. Quitting the Amazon in 
February, 1812, he was next, October 11, 1827, appointed to the War- 
spite 76, from which ship, stationed in the Mediterrancan, he was trans- 
ferred, December 29, 1828, to the Prince Repent yacht. On May 1, 
183], Rear- Admiral Parker (who had attained the flag rank July 22, 1890, 
and been nominated a C.B., June 4, 1815) was invested with the chief 
command of the Lisbon station, which be continued to hold—occasionally 
commanding an experimental squadron—until July 11, 1834. On the 
16th of that month he was created a K.C.B. He became ten days later 
a Lord of the Admiralty; and on resigning that appointment was consti- 
tuted, May 12, 1841, Naval Commander-in-Chicf in the East Indies, 
whither he sailed with his flag in the Cornwallis, 72. As a reward for his 
services in China, where he superintended all the operations from the 
taking of Amoy in August, 1841, to the pacification of Nanking in 1842, 
he was nominated a G.C.B. December 2, 1842, and raised, on his return 
to England in 1844, to the diguity of Baronet. Since Frbruary 27, 
1845, Sir William Parker (he had become a Vice- Admiral November 23, 
1841) has been in chief command on the Mediterranean station with his 
flag in the Hibernia, 104, He was awarded the Good Service pension of 
£300 per annum April 26, 1844; and appointed, December 19, 1846, 
First and Principal Aide-de-Camp to the Queen. By the death of Sir 
William Parker, Vice-Admiral Sir Thomas Sabine Pasiey, the present 
Naval Commander-in- Chief at Portsmouth, becomes a full Admiral from 
Vice, Rear-Admiral the Hou, Joseph Denman becomes a Vice-Admiral, 
and Capt Astley Cooper Key, C.B., the Director-General of Naval Ord- 
nance, takes promotion to Rear-Admiral’s rank, and Capt. Sir Robert 
John Le Mesurier M’Clure, K.C.B., becomes senior Captain on the list. 

Vice-ApinaL HAMLEY. ice-Admiral William Hamley expired at 
the aye of eighty years. He entered the navy in 1799, and during the 
succeeding thirty-Sve years saw much and distinguished service. 



































HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpan, Nov. 25. 
At last the election fever has passed; yesterday the re-elections took 
place, and the definite result is that wigs Liberals were duly elected against 


thirteen Conservatives aud anti-revolutionists. The position of the parties 
in Parliament now is as follows: —thirty-nine Liberals, thirty-one Con- 
servatives, and six Independents. A slight difference may occur by the 
fact that Mr. Thorbecke being elected in two districts he is obliged to 
choose, so thata new election must take p'aceeither in Assen or Groningen, 
On Monday next the Second Chamber will meet, but, notwithstanding the 
King returned to-day to the Tague, it is not probable that he will open the 
sitting personally, but that this will be done in his name by a commission, 
T need not add ‘that the days of the Cabinet are counted, as they do not 
decide, after a vote of want of confidence, to dissolve the Second Chamber. 
For North Holland a new member for the First Chamber of the States 
General was elected. Jhr. Boreel van Hogelanden will be replaced by 
Jbr. D. C. de Dieu Fontein Verschuur. 

The political news, of course, is very, very scifce, notwithstanding we 
are on the eve of matters of great importance. Nothing is published 
about the negotiations between the King of the Netherlands and Prussia 
about the question of Luyembourg, except some threatenings of some 
German papers which do not understand the point of the question. Only 
the King-Grand Duke is involved in it. Negotiations between our 
Court and that of Prussia have been opened about a new extradition- 
treaty, and another to prevent s-uggling. 














The solemn distribution of the metals and honourable mentions of the 
last exposition, which was held in the Crystal Palace at Amsterdam, took 
place on the 19th. A general discontent, however, prevails through- 
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out the courtry about the decds of the jury, and in consequence thercof 
a great many of the exhibitors refused to accept the medals. 

Mr. Overdyk, who in former years was a member of the commission 
charged with a natural inspection of the Netherlinds Indies, has presented 
to the State's museum of National History a collection of 3 5U0 shells and 
horns, which he collected in Tjilatiap and the south cvast of Java. 

Some days ago the prospectus was issued of the Netherlands Inter- 
national Railway and Harbour Company, with a capital of 1, 14,160,000, 
of which already fl. 12,980,000 are already placed. ‘The aim of this com- 
pany is to strike a railway from Amsterdain to Almelo, in communication 
with Germany ; another from Scheveningen to Amersfoort, and a harbour 

Scheveningen, with a steam ine between that watering place and Har- 
wich. Amongst the minagers appear Mr. Arthur Ballantine (director of 
the Great Eatern Railway), General Sir Jobn Burgoyne, Mr. Cobbold, 
M.P., Lord Alfred Paget, Bir. C, H. Turner (manager of the Great 
Eastern Railway), and Captain Webb, Trinity-house. The success of 
this company is considered certain.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &e. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hameora, Nov. 3t. 


The Siberian journal Eastern Coast contains statistical data of the 
settlements in the Amoor territory, trom which we gather that the great 
majority of the free seitiers are located on the banks of the Seva, an 

uent of the Amoor, and its tributaries, the Buhende and the Tom. 
Phere are thirteen viliages on the left bank of the Seya and five on the 
right one. On the Amoor Proper are five villages between the Stanitza 
ot Albasin and the town of Blagowessensk and three more on the River 
Savitava. The number of settlers on the Amoor is scarcely a quarter of 
the whole number of free colonists. Thi explained by the fart that 
the best situations on that river are occupied by stanitzas of Cossacks. 
‘The population of the free colonists amounts to 3,962, of whom 3,022 
belong to the Rusian Church. the rest being heathens of different de- 
nominations. In addition to the above there are 233 of native 
tribes who have given up their wandering life and become colonists. 

The Siberian Messenyer complains that in the whole of the newly ae- 
ired ter: itory on the coast of the Pacific Ocean there is not one singl« bay 
or inlet with the neediul requirements for makinga port. At Viadivostoe! 
there ie ascarcity of sweet water, the military works of defence would absorb 
large sums of money, and the frequent fogs would make the navigation uiff- 
cult and dangerous at all times of the year. ‘The military po-t of Norgo- 
rodsky suffers also from absence of fresh water and, above all, of firewood, 
which is the more unfortunate as hitherto a0 indications of coal-beds bare 
been disovered, besides which the station is expesed to the destroying im- 
fluence of the north-west winds, and although it might be eusily detended 
in an attack by sea, it is open to attack on the land side. ‘Ihe bays of 
Slavyanski, Novik, and Nachodka are quite unserviceable. Olga Bay 
offers some facilities, but is too narrow, and Viadimir is not safe, having 
but little depth of water, and being subject to heavy surf, which breaks 
with great fury on the coast, and would swamp any boat, The Imperi 
port is good, and De Castries Bay suitable for a port, provided the ha bour 
were protected by a pier; but both are shut up by ice for from four to six 
months of the year. 

A new iron screw steamer, called the Peiho, lately built at Messrs. 
Godeffroy’s works, has been fitted out here for service in the Chinese waters 
us a steam-tug, and is well armed, 6o as to be able to resist_ suc euully 
any attack from pirates. The command has been given to Captain J. C. 
Babsien, a well-known and experienced navigator, hailing from this port. 
She goes in the first instance to Hong Kong. This vessel is we under- 
stand, owned by Mears. Stammaon and Co., of Tientsin. 

The Kali Maas, Captain Kohn, nence to Hong Kong. reported in a for- 
mer letter as having put tosea from Cuxbaven on the 281b of October, was 
caught in the late gales, and obliged to return with considerable damage, 
having carried away lier foreyard and bowsprit, split her sails, and it is 
feared her hull is seriously injured as she leaks. She was towed up from 
Cuxhaven by the steam-iug Hercules, and bas been placed in the floating 
dock for repairs. 

‘Asan ordinary Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society I fully en- 
dorse the remarks contained in an editorial article in the last issue of the 
London and China Teleyraph relative to the suppression of the definite 
aricle “the” when speaking of Korea.

China has sadly altered. The Chinese traders have been 
made famiiar with failures, bankruptey—dividends aud no divi- 
dends—and all the other paraphernalia and mercantile refine- 
ment of the western world. The good old times when new Kai- 
sow teas were bought and laid down in London at about 1s. 2d. 
and suld at rates bringing a good profit to the operator have 
gone. The ivfallibility of the mercantile bouses is broken, and 
the Chinese have now to learn to put all those awkward ques- 
tions which are familiar in Loudon when a man wishes for 
credit. Not ouly have they been made cognisant of bad debts 
but they have also been made acquainted with downright 
rascality, and men who coolly get possession of their goods aud 
then take their passage by the mail steamer never to be scen 
again in Cuina, We have uo objection to the passing away of 
the old times in as far as the restriction of our trade 
was concerued, but if such extension is to be purchased at 
the cost of the disasters now attending the shipments 
of tea, it were better to have retained the good 
old times. Still we by no means despair of restoring 
the respectability and the profit of the China trade. 
The banks which have been the chief cause of the present 
condition of things have suffered severely, and to a great 
extent they also are broken up. It will, we trust, no longer be 
pors.ble for people who have just passed the Bankruptcy 
Court here to step out to China aud ship teas to the extent of 
over £50,000, consigning them to persons who are uot yet clear 
of the liquidation of their Inst failure. Let bavkers aud mer- 
chants confine their operations to safe aud respectable limits, 
and the China trade will pay both. 

The annual general meeting of the proprietors in the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company, will be held on 
the 6th proximo, when the directors’ report is to be received, 
and a dividend declared. Two directors are also to be elected 
at the meeting in place of Captain Alexander Nuirne, H.C.S., 
decvased, and the Right Honourable Justice George, resigned.
